The Ausust number of Leslie's 
Monthly contains a careful article 


from the pen of David Belasco on the 
Atmosphere“ of the stage. Belasco 
is a manager and actress-maker of 
renown in two continents, and just 
what he doesn’t know about the mak- 
ing of effects is scarcely explainable.

“While I have said that atmosphere 
is the product of the closest attention 
to detail, comveying the impression of 
simple reality, the statement is not a 
complete truth, for atmosphere is 
something more than a comprehensive 
knowledge of your subject. This 
knowledge is, af course, indispensable; 
but it ie convincing only through its 
correct expression, and this expression, 
or here, is largely a matter of 
feeling and of temperament. In other 
words, it is the appreciation which the 
playwright has his theme. It ia the 
of life which the author breathe« 
nto his work. In plays, as apart from 
books, it is something more than can 
be expressed in written words: it is 
the ‘finishing touch’ which carries a 
production into the field of the 
artistic.“

Overdeing of “Effects.”’ 

It is a great question in the minds 
cf many serious students of the drama 
as to whether or no stage effect, in 
all its muitiplicity of bewildering de- 
tail. is not being rather overdone.

In the Shadow of the Kremlin. 

; Thiuk of a crowd of religious pilgrims so great that 
policemen are necessary to keep it in order as it hurries 
to prayers! Think of blocking tbe streets of Chicago 
with would-be worshipers, and you have some idea of 
what goes on here in Moscow. I went the other day into 
the walled part of this city, and was stopped by the 
throng at one of the shrines. 

The police had formed two long lines like those you 
see outside a theater waiting to get to the box office on an 
opening night. The lines were made up of old and 
young, poor and rich, peasants and those of the middle 
I walked along outside 
to see what the attraction might be. It was a picture 
of the Virgin looking out of gold clothes in a gold frame 
so propped up on a table that it stood upright. The pic- 
ture was about four feet square. The clothes were carved 
cut of gold plate, only the face, hands and feet being 
painted. On each side of the picture was a policeman, 
and behind it were several long-haired priests, in long 
lack gowns and high black caps. There was a contribu- 
tion box in front of it. | 

The worshipers were admitted to the painting one at 
a time, and as they came each took off his hat and bowed 
low. He then knelt upon the cobblestone street and 
crossed himself, then kissed the hands of the picture 
again and again, and went on his way making the sign 
of the cross. Many were women, and some had babies 
in their arms. The women would kiss the hands of the 
Virgin, and then have their children kiss them. There 
were old men, who bared their heads and knelt, and 
young boys and girls who did the same. All were terri- 
Lily in earnest, and the scene was too serious a one to 
cause a smile. 555 

After kissing each dropped a coin in the contribution 
ox and passed on to the priest to bay a candle, to be 
burned before the picture in the church later on, and 
each took a drink of holy water from a cup handed by 
the priest, giving a contribution as he did so. 

I stood some time and watched the scene. The driver 
of every cart that passed raised his hat, and in the 
finest of the carriages the occupants took off their hats 
and crossed themselves and prayed. The poorest and 
the meanest here are not ashamed to pray in public. 
They show more respect to their religion than we do 
to ours, and whether it be true or not, it is worthy of 
respect for the respect they pay to it. 


We Americans are so far away from the Greek church 
that we have little idea of its numbers. It is one of the 
great churches of the world, surpassing any other in 
Christendom outside the Roman Catholic. If all the 
Christians on earth were gathered together, one in every 
five would belong to this church. There are 98,000,000 
Greek Christians in the world, and altogether less than 
144,000,000 Protestants. The Roman Catholics number 
230,000,000, the Mohammedans, 177,000,000, the Hindoos, 
190,000,000 and the Confucianfsts 256,000,000. There are 
aout 148,000,000 Buddhists, 43.000.000 Taoists, chiefly 
Chinese, and 14,000,000 Shintooists, all Japanese 

The bulk of the Greek church is Russian. It has in 
this country alone more than 87,000,000 members, out of 
its 98,000,000; In other words, four-fifths of all the people 
of European Russia belong to it. 

The Greek Catholic, Church differs from the Roman 
Catholic Church in that it denles the supremacy of the 
Pope, and allows all its members to read and study the 
“criptures in the native tongue, and alo in allowing the 
priests to marry. In the Roman Catholic Church a 
priest must be single: in the Greek Catholic Church 
every candidate for the priesthood must be married. 
but if he becomes a priest and his wife dies, he cannot 
marry again. He is then expected to go into a monas- 
tery for the rest of his life. 

There are two classes of the clergy, the blacks and 
the whites; the blacks are the monks, and the whites 
are the priests. The bishops are always selected from 
the black clergy, and they have a higher social standing 
than the ordinary priest. The monks in the monasteries 
spend most of their time in fasting and prayer. They 
do not have any special work, and lead rigorous lives. 

The priesthood is recruited from the sons of priests, 
and priests. usually marry priests’ daughters. The clergy 
is by no means so respected as ours, and many of its 
members are ignorant and superstitious. 

The Holy Synod.

The Czar is at the head of the Greco-Russian Church. 
* governs it through the holy synod, which meets in 
Petersburg. He appoints every officer of the church, 
id can transfer and dismiss in many cases. In reality, 
owever, he does but little as to church government, 
‘“aving everything to the procurator of the holy synod. 
This man is the famous Pobedonotseff, who for fifty 
rears has been one of the leaders of the intellectual and 
religious life of Russia. He is 76 years old, but he still 
directs the synod and its priesthood. He has remarkable 
avility, great scholarship and unswerving honesty. He 
is the son of a professor of Russian literature in the 
University of Moscor, was educated under his father, 
and had a number of-prominent positions before he rose

However that may be, there are a vast number of 
Russiang who do not belong to the Greek Church. There 
are in all m han 11,000,000 Roman Catholics, almost 
4,000,000 Prot®stants, about 14,000,000 Mohammedans and 
5,000,000 Jews. The Greek priests, however, are the 
dominant religious force in most parts of the empire, 
and the people follow them.

Sawdust. 
A CURIOUS PROBLEM FOR MODERN 
CHEMISTS TO SOLVE. 
From a Special Correspondent. 

OSTON, July 20, 1903.— Although science has long 
B ago given up its search for the mysterious Philoso- 
pher's Stone” with which the medieval alchem- 
ists” cheerfully imagined that the baser metals could be 
changed to gold, there still remain problems almost 
equally tempting to the imagination apd probably quite 
as hopeless of practical solution. To turn sawdust into 
table sugar is one of these problems. In fact, sawdust 
has already been turned into sugar, only this sugar is not 
the ordinary table variety that, could it only be produced 
economically and on a large scale from the mountains 
of sawdust that yearly accumulate in American lumber 
yards, would make the fortune of whoever invented the 
process. As in the case of the philosopher's stone, there 
are difficulties: and even at its best the process has only 
proved that grape sugar—a variety such as is found in 


urallx on the surface of dried grapes—can be made from 
sawdust by @ process altogether too costly to have a 
practical commercial value. To transform this grape 
sugar into the vastly more profitable table necessity now 
derived from cane and beet is generally admitted to pre- 
sent insuperable obstacles. 

Despite the general pessimism of the sugar chemists, 
however, the grape sugar end of the problem is consid- 
ered one of the very interesting side investigations of the 
sugar laboratories. If we include all these laboratories— 
the private workshops of individual investigators, the 
commercial laboratories of the big manufacturing plants 
and such student laboratories as that of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology where student research is 
often conducted along lines practically parallel with those 
of the big manufacturers themselves— we should prob- 
ably find some hundreds of sugar chemists pondering the 
problem of making grape sugar into table sugar. Nor 
is grape sugar the only popularly unfamiliar variety of 
this very everyday substance that receives the attention 
of the modern sugar expert, for sugar is almost as widely 
distributed as a well-known poet once declared sermons 
to be. But ordinary sugar, ever since it was introduced 
into continenta! Europe by crusading knights who thus 
returned sweetivy if not always triumphantly from their 


-, campaigns in the East, has had the center of the table; 


the other varieties are known chiefly to the chemists who 
have since discovered them and the manufacturers who 
use them in an almast countless number of modern in- 
dustrial processes. Naturally the members of the med- 
ical profession made that the first scientific body to in- 
‘terest itself in studying sugar, and some very curious 
ideas they originally evolved concerning it. 

“Coarse sugar, said Dr. Thomas Short, who wrote his 
“Discourse on Sugar” together with some Plain and Use- 
ful Rules for Gouty People.“ only 150 years ago, “affords 
much Oil to the adipose Vessels; in which with the ad- 
hesion of its fine earth!y Parts to the Sides of the Ves- 
eels, makes it fitted for thin, meagre, unhealthy, or hec- 
tically disposed habits. . But fine Sugar is the Op- 
ulating, it increases the Motion of the Fluids; its Salts 
wear the Insides of the Vessels, and dry the Body; For 
this reason should meagre persons take care how they 
make too free with it.” | 

Little did Dr. Thomas Short realize that there would 
be found special kinds of sugar especially adapted to 
“meagre Persons” or that the article, in one form or 
another, would be produced not only from sugar cane, but 
from beets, parsnips, corn, apples, carrots, chestnuts, 
dates, grapes, honey, maize, melons, maple, palm, pine, 
plums, potatoes, rhododendrons, milk, and various other 
Sources to say nothing of wood, sawdust and old linen. 
Of all these sources comparatively few can yet be util- 
ized successfully, and for commercia] purposes ordinary 

sugar is made only from sugar cane and beets: milk 

sugar from milk; grape sugar and malt sugar from pote- 
toes and grains, chiefiy corn; maple sugar, of course, 
from the maple; date sugar from the date palm; and 
“Jaggery.”’ which was quite largely imported from China 
until recently, from paim ail. 

Ordinary sugar, as we all know, is used primarily for 
sweetening. The other sugars are chiefly valuable for 
their food properties as well as their varying power to 
make life sweeter than it would be otherwise. Milk 
sugar, for example, is hardly sweet at all, while ordinary 
brown sugar apparently tastes sweeter than any other 
varle y. Not long ago, indeed, there was a little revolu- 
tion in Germany, and the German housewives even de- 
clared that the German scientists knew very little about 
sugar because, forsooth, did they not say that white 
sugar was sweetest when anybody with a tongue knew 
idiots, these 
scientists! Whereupon the scientists proved that the 
presence of impurities—say salt, or quinine or any other 
bitter substance—made any sugar apparently sweeter 
than before they were added. Hygienically considered, 
moreover, sugar stands in the same relation to most 
other food substances that a dollar bill stands to a bank 
check; it is ready currency, so to speak, and goes into

The trifling disposi- 
tion of these people and their utter disregard for the 
future is the cause of their present distress. | 

“The rivers of Alaska still swarm with fish, there hav- 
ing been no diminution in the supply, as also do the 
waters of the entire coast. The hair seal, which fur- 
nishes boots and summer clothing to the Eskimo, and the 
flesh of which is eaten, has been by no means extermi- 
nated. All that the Eskimo has to do to provide his 
family with food for the entire year is to bestir himself 
during the fishing season and lay in a supply for the 
winter, instead of loafing about the posts, mining camps 
and trading stations during the summer and depending 
upon charity after it is too late to fish or hunt. 

“Partly from ill-considered charity of which the 
Alaska natives have been the recipients, they have de- 


beef, and other foods of like nature, and just so long as 
the Eskimo is encouraged to idleness and shiftlessness by 
the knowledge that he will be fed by the government, if 
he neglects to provide for himself, he will continue to 
be a vagabond and a loafer. ; % 

“The presence of such mining camps as Nome and 
others with their great numbers of dogs used for trans- 
portation purposes, creates an almost limitless demand 
for dried saimon to be used for dog food. An Indian can, 
during the run of salmon, catch and dry enough fish to 
furnish himself and his family with fpod for the entire 
year, and can sell enough tö enable him to purchase Si- 
berian reindeer skins for clothing. Nearly every native 
in Alaska has a sled for dogs, and during eight months 
of the year can earn more wages than a skilled mechanic 
in the United States by hauling supplies for miners. If 
he is willing to work in the summer, he can make from 
$8 to $10 a day. 

“The splendid work now being done under the direc- 
tion of the Commissioner of Education in introducing 
the Siberian reindeer and instructing the natives in 
their care and use, bids fair, in the course of a few years,

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MAHARAJAM IN HIS PALACE.

0 N our second arrival at Srinuggur we found that 


small place the gayest of the gay; the river lined 
as far up as the First Bridge with gayly painted and 
decorated houseboats and dungas, with flowers at every 
window; the bund alive with men in flannels or shooting 
costumes, and ladies in the gayest of silks and muslins, 
shikaras, with crimson, blue or green awnings, skimming 
about from boat to boat, carrying their mem sahios to 
make calls, the calling hours being between 12 and 2; 
the crew of eight clad in liveries of different colors, dark 
blue or white, with red turbans and sashes yellow with 
green, or crimson with white, the heart-shaped paddles 
painted to match the turbans. It was a pretty sight, the 
flash of the eight brilliant paddles, and a fascinating 
sound, as the word of command to change stroke,” in- 
toned by the head man, was responied to by the crew 
in chorus, in a note lower in the scale. Bicycles, Kash- 
mir ponies and the three big landaus of the place were 
busily skimming, cantering and lumbering about the 
town, and al! was gayety.

The delicious 
breakfast of five or six courses, eaten under the shade of 
a huge chinar tree, in place of the tent, was as io!ly as 
possible, for each of us brought out our bargains, and 
each party either envied or made fun of the purchase of 
the others. One possession of our friends we much 
desired, and that was a dandy designed by Col. F., in 
which one of his own chairs could be used, so saving the 
space and weight of the usual heavy machine, as well as 
being much morc comfortable; and they much envied us 
our “gubbahs,” the curtains of native embroidery, which 
we had got at Islamabad. 


As the F.’s were to start off for the Sind Valley the 
following day, we bade them good-by with regret, and 
set sail; that is to say, were poled up the river to 
the postoffice stairs, and moored between the big house- 
boat of the three officers and the picturesque dunga of 
Col. B. On sending for our mail, we found that we were 
already afloat in Srinuggur society, for among our letters 
were two invitations to the Residency, as well as sundry 
others to tea and dinner from the hospitable residents 
of the place, and we were just reading the last of our 
budget when we heard ourselves hailed from the bank 
above, and discovered our new friends, Col. and Mrs. 
R——e, who wished to know if they might come down to 
the dunga. We welcomed them joyfully, for they are 
of the genus “well bred” in its best sense, as well as be- 
ing-delightful in their cordialiy. and very pleasant to 
look at. They wished to know our adventures, admired 
our curios, and said they had come down to carry us 
off for a week's visit. We consented gladly to spend a 
few days with them, and they were about to go, when, 
to our great pleasure, Col. B. and the three officers put 
in an appearance, and we could see that they made a 
very pleasant impression upon the R——es. 

That evening at 7 we started up the postoffice stairs, 
followed by six of the boatmen, with portmanteaux, 
boxes and dressing-cases on their heads, and betook 
ourselves agross thf green common, through the flower- 
ing apple trees, and up to the picturesque house of our 
friends, which has a huge chinar tree in fruit, fruit trees 
galore back of it, and the loveliest rose gardens at one 
side. The inhabitants of the other two boats had grum- 
bled greatly on hearing of our intended defalcation, and 
had decided that in place of “hanging around” the giddy 
bund, they would go up the canal to the gate leading into 
the Dal Lake, and if it proved to be open, on into the 
lake, where they would hunt about for a good place for 
the three boats, and await us impatiently. 

An Official Flogging. 

We had great trouble with our head boatman, Ahdu, 
during the journey down and back, and had threatened 
several times to complain at headquarters if our orders 
were not more promptly obeyed. The other boats had 
also had great annoyance, and one of the officers had 
actually picked up two of his boatmen and thrown them 
overboad, with the best possible effect. Things got worse 
and worse, until Ahdu absolutely refused to carry our 
luggage, small as it was, to the R----e’s home, which we 


| were told was the proper thing for our boatmen to do. 


We said at once that our commands should be obeyed 
instantly or we would leave the dunga for good, and 
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inflicted, a beating would be the most harmless, so a 
beating it was, and I fear a hard one. 

As we had the choice of many dungas, as soon as it 
was known that we were going to leave Ahdu's boat, 
we had no trouble in having our things transferred to 
another the next day. The only difficulty we found was 
in getting a dunga without babies, for as a usual thing 
the baatmen, who have no other home, summer or winter, 
take their wives and families with them, and the babies. 
are a sad nuisance, crying and whining at all hours of 
the night and day. We did at last find one, however, 
wherein the crew consisted of four men, three women 
and no babies, and our things were transferred from 
one boat to the other, and we settled down for a rest 
of a day or two with the R——es. 

A Prince Entertained. 


We had just come in from church on Sunday, when 
Col. Re came to our door and called out: “Come out, 
if you please, I have a dear little Prince to show you;” 
and on going downstairs we found the little heir to the 
throne, Hari Singh, whom we addressed as Mian Sahib 
(Mr. Prince,) a charming little boy of eight, with a 
refined, delicate face, and very good manners. He was 
dressed in a long coat of cloth of gold, embroidered in 
red and green, had gold shoes and a pale-green turban. 
He was accompanied by his English governess, of whom 
he evidently is fond, and he spoke very fair English to 
us all. He told Col. R-——e that he was going to have 
za dressing-room of his own, and then said, looking up 
Straight into his eyes, his own dark, red-brown eyes 
glitteringly bright, Have you, too, a dressing-room, 
Col. Sahib?” On being informed that he had, he begged 
to see it, and we all went up to inspect it, He was mast 
interested in the trees for the vast collection of boots and 
shoes; and next in a silver hand glass, in which he 
looked for a time, and then said, “My turban is not 
entirely straight.”

He is of 
medium height, rather stout, dressed in frock coat and 
all to order, and had an intelligent face, although in a 
way repulsive from his thick lips and protruding eyes.

very good manners and speaks English with almost no 
accent. It seems that although the Kashmir princes 
are Rajputs, the proudest race in India, they are pon- 
sidered of very minor importance, and are allowed to 
marry only the most humble of the Rajput princesses, 
and we are told that they find great difficulty in gettinz 
wives at all, for they must marry Rajputs.

As the barges passed by an incoming liner, a passen- 
ger, leaning over the taffrail, exclaimed: 

“Well, I've traveled all over the world and seen terrible 
waste of food in the tropics, but I should have thought 
a big city like New York would have found something 
better to do with all this stuff than throw it away.” 

Economists agree that all over the world peopie waste 
as much food as they consume. Practical men who have 
studied the subject say that the inhabitants of American 
towns and cities are more wasteful than similar com- 
munities in Europe, and that in New York the greatest 
waste occurs, 

“Now York is far and away the most wasteful of all 
our cities,” said an dfficial who has had great experience 
in the disposal of refuse in several American communi- 
ties. “Flat life leads almost inevitably to waste. In 
Philadelphia there are comparatively few flats, and 
probably not one-hundredth part as much food is wasted 
there as in New York. In Philadelphia people are eco- 
nomical, and the women do their housekeeping very care- 
fully. The same remarks hold good of Boston, in rather 
lesser degree. -Chicago and St. Louis are wasteful cities, 
but not nearly so wasteful as New York. Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland are also very wasteful. I think I would rank 
them next to New York. Brooklyn and Jersey City ar 
decidedly less wasteful than Manhattan. 

“As compared with her American sister, the English 
housekeeper is a model of economy. Asa rule, the Lon- 
don housewife only provides for her family just as much 
food as they can eat. Her country cousin is even more 
careful. The idea of throwing away half a pound of 
steak or a couple of lamb chops, as the Gotham house- 
wife does without a qualm, would frighten her. But if 
you want to see real economy in housekeeping, you must 
go to Scotland. In Edinburgh and Glasgow the women 
have reduced the elimination of was to a fine art.“ 

Dr. J. M. Woodbury, New York's Commissioner of 
Street Cleaning, agrees with this official as far as his own 
town is concerned. 

“It is only natural,” said the Commissioner, the other 
day, “that the richest of cities in America should be the 
most wasteful. New York, I should say, wastes more 
food than any other city. It must waste pretty nearly 
as much as it consumes. I am simply astounded at the 
large quantities of food given to my department by fel- 
low New Yorkers to throw away.” * 

“Can you give an idéa of the total quantity? Are there 
any statistics available?” the commissioner was asked. 

“No, it is a matter that defies statistics,” was the reply. 
“But the experience of our department is that almost 
every store, market, house and flat in New York daily 
throws away a large quantity of food. The tota! is enor- 
mous. If you go down to the department dumps, where 
the refuse collected all over the city is deposited in scows 
for ultimate disposal, you will be surprised to see how 
large a proportion of the refuse consists of foodstuffs. 
You will then be able to realize what a wasteful city 
New York is.” | 
Tons of Wasted Food. 


Two of these dumps were visited. In both places there 
were several big scows laden with nothing but food— 
mountains of food, hundreds of tons of food. Potatoes, 
bread, apples, tomatoes, bananas, meat, turnips, onions, 
were piled up in great heaps on the scows with a thou- 
sand other eatables. 1 

“Is it always like this?” one of the officials of the de- 
partment was asked. | 

“Yes always so. more or less.“ he answered. “Often 
there is a great deal more food than this to throw away. 
Look at this cart.”

“Is nothing ever done with this food?“ the visitor 
asked.

Unless you have actually collected the refuse you have 
no idea of the wastefulness of the average family in a 
New York flat. 

“The wife buys a steak and gets dinner ready, and then 
the husband comes home from business and says: ‘Put 
your hat on, little girl, I've got tickets for the theater, 
and we'll have some dinner first at a restaurant.’ So 
the whole of the dinner she has prepared goes down the 
dumb-waiter in the garbage pail. Even when they do 
dine at home, the dinner is almost always much larger 
than they can eat, and a third or a half of it ultimately 
comes to us. 

“And they hardly ever give it away to the poor. In 
the first place, it is difficult for a beggar to tackle a 
family living in a flat. In the second place, New Yorkers 
seldom encourage beggars in any shape or form. I knew 
a man, however, who was shocked at the family waste, 
and said that all the uneaten food must be put aside and 
given to the poor. He told (wo or three ‘hobos’ to call 
for it. In a week the word had gone around that he 
was an ‘easy mark,’ Gnd there was a procession of beg- 
gars up the stairs to his flat all day long. 

“The janitor complained, and his own servant told 
him that she would leave unless he got another girl to

But in spite of this indictment, the student of eco- 
nomics must go to the tropics to see the greatest waste 
of food. Most tropical countries produce enough to feed 
a hundred times their population. Take Jamaica, for in- 
stance. She exports large quantities of bananas, oranges 
and pineapples to the United States, but dillions of those 
fruits are left to rot on the ground. 

A walk through miles of plantations shows thousands 
of trees weighed down by luscious fruits which have not 
7 been picked, because the market price at the noment did 
not pay for the cost of export. Those fruits are all left 
to rot.

WHAT AN ENGLISH WOMAN 
THERE AT THAT TIME.

HEN the Colonial Premiers visited England in 


W honor of the Queen's Diamond Jubilee, and later 
in honor of King Edward's coronation, none of 


them, with the possible exception of Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
made such a deep and favorable impression on Engtish 
statesmen and English people as Richard J. Seddon, the 
uncrowned king of New Zealand. : 

At a garden party given in his honor by an American 
woman well known in London society, he was the lion of 
the hour. His dignity, his grave courtesy, his social 
gifts, his distinguished manner, captivated everybody. 
The greatest men in England were eager for an introduc- 
tion to him, and listened deferentially to his weighty 
words. 

“Good for old ‘Digger Dick!“ exclaimed one gray- 
headed colonial from New Zealand to another who hap- 
pened to be present. He's gone ahead with a vengeance, 
hasn't he? Who would think that the Hon. Richard J. 
Seddon, Prime Munister, Privy Councillor, Doctor of 
Laws, Colonial Treasurer, Minister of Labor, Minister of 
Defence, and all the rest of it—the man whom queens 
and princes delight to honor—is the same ‘Digger Dick 
whom you and I knew when he kept a little roadside 
saloon up in the mining district, and threw the miners 


__out whenever they got too fresh. He's gone a long way 


since then, hasn't he? From tavern-keeper at the gold 
diggings to guest of the Queen—bravo for ‘Digger Dick’!”’ 


“Digger Dick’s’’ Early Life. 


5 Several self-made men rule nations today, but none 


of them has had a stranger or more interesting career 


than Richard Seddon, and none has fought his way to 
the top more bravely under more depressing circum- 
stances. He has been called the Diaz of New Zealand, 
and certainly he is second only to the great ruler of Mex- 
ico in regard to the period during which he has wielded 
practically absolute power over a modern democracy. 

_ Seddon is the son of a small farmer in Lancashire, Eng- 
inand. He learned the trade of a mechanical engineer, 
saved his money, and emigrated to Australia at the age 
of eighteen. He meant to be a rich and successful man, 
instead of working for a small wage in overcrowded Eng- 
land. 

When he arrived in Victoria, in 1863, the “gold rush” 
was beginning. Seddon joined it, and tried his luck at 
the Bendigo diggings, but gained little except a great rep- 
utation as a man able and ready to use his fists. Pos- 
sessed of immense physical strength and a good know- 
ledge of boxing, he was always ready to fight the b 
gest bully on the fields, 

A week seldom passed. without at least one desperate 
Hattle. It was not that Seddon was quarrelsome, for he 
is a man of calm judgment and good temper; but he has 
a strain of chivalry in his nature, and, therefore, made 
himself the champion of any miner who was being bul- 
lied by a rougher, stronger man. In those early days the 
Bendigo diggings were lawless places, infested by ex-con- 
victs, and the sweepings of humanity. “Digger Dick” 
had to half kill three or four of them before he made 
himself respected and put a stop to bullying—at all 
events, in his presence. 


The Strenuous Saloon Keeper. 


In 1866 gold was discovered in large quantities along 
the west coast of New Zealand, and thither went Seddon, 
little richer than he had left England. But he had 
learned one thing—that digging for gold is not the best 
way of making money at the gold diggings. He started 
a saloon at a mining camp, and soon became the most 
popular man in the place. 

First of all, he ran a small shanty on the roadside, 
and dispensed a little cheap rum and whisky. 
rolled in, and he was soon able to run a high-class saloon, 
and to establish a big mercantile business when the dig- 
gings became more settled and civilized. 

As at Bendigo, Dick Seddons’s brawny fist was a pow- 
erful civilizing influence. Although a saloon keeper, he 
had a horror of drunkenness. Any drunken digger who 
entered his saloon was speedily gathered up in his mus- 
cular arms and thrown, neck and crop, into the streets. 

“IT remember, way back in 1868,” said an old colonist, 
“hearing a man in Seddons’s saloon make a foul remark 
about a woman in the settlement. ‘Digger Dick’ vaulted 
across the bar, took him by the throat, threw him to the 
ground, and nearly shook the life out of him. Three of 
the man's friends, who were drinking at the bar, caught 
hold of him, but Dick shook them off as a terrier shakes 
off rats, and held the man down until he took back his 
vile words. 

“Dick was always chivalrous toward women. They 
were safe from insult even in the roughest mining camp 
if he happened to be there. He never allowed obscene 
stories to be told in his saloon, though he didn't object 
to what he used to call ‘straight swearing.’ 

“But though he was such a great fighter, he was al- 
ways on the side of law and order. They say he pre- 
vented many a riot and lynching in the old lawless days, 
and did everything in his power to civilize the mining 
districts. 

As the years passed by. he grew rich and became the 
most popular man in the place. The workingmen swore 
by him, for he had been a workingman himself: and. 
unlike some of his class who rise in the world, he did 
not forget his old friends when he became prosperous. 
Even to this day, when he goes down to the section 
where he made his money, the chums of his mining days 
call him ‘Dick,’ and 80 to him as if he were still one 
of themselves.“ | 

Seddon increased his popularity by warmly advocating 
the interests of the miners in their frequent disputes with 
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the government officials. Incidentally, he was elected to 
several local offices, and in 1879 was sent to the New 
Zealand Parliament as the representative of one of the 
mining districts. He has held his seat since then with- 
oul a break, winning every election. 
The Fist in Politics. 
In the old days political life was strenuous in New 
Zealand. Oftentimes, when addressing public meetings 
or canvassing for votes, he was obliged to 
“Prove his doctrines orthodox 
By apostolic blows and knocks.” 
New Zealanders are fond of telling how he descended 


from the pla form at one rowdy meeting, walked through 
the yelling crowd up to a couple of the ringleaders, seized 


one with each hand, dragged them from their seats, 
kicking and fighting, and threw them downstairs, with- 
out anybody’s help. Then he went back to the platform 
and calmly finished his speech amid respectful silence. 

Seddon soon became recognized as one of the strongest 
men of the Radical party. When Premier Ballance, an 
able leader of that party, died in 1893, everybody ssid 
there was no one who could succeed him and hold the 
party together as he had done. But Seddon stepped into 
the vacant place, and sogn led the Radicals to such tri- 
umphs as they had never dreamed of under Ballance. 
Since 1893 he has been, Prime Minister of New Zealand. 
Last November his party was again returned to power 
by a large majority, which will keep him at the helm 
until the end of 1905. But he is not only Premier. He 
is the Lord High. Everything Dise of the colony—Post- 
master-General, Minister of Labor, Minister for Native 
Affairs, Minister for Plectric Telegraphs, Colonial Treas- 
urer, etc. And for all these numerous offices he only 
draws a salary of £1000. 

When Seddon and his colleagues came into power, they 
determined, as one of them has put it, to be “thorough- 
paced revolutionists.“ Engiand’s colonial statesmen, as 
a rule, try to copy English laws and English institutions 
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as much as possible. Not so Seddon. “England,” he is 
fond of saying, can only teach us what to avoid. We 
must not allow our country to sink into the condition 
of England.” 3 

His policy from the start has been to tax the big land- 
owners and capitalists out of existence by the graduated 
taxation of land and incomes, and to divide the land in 
smal! lots among the people. His opponents in the 
House of Representatives said such a course was opposed 
to English principles. 

“I know that,” retorted Seddon. 
people who reach the age of sixty-five also reach the 
poorhouse, and in London one person out of five dies in 
the workhouse, the hospital, or the lunatic asylum. 
Well may we question the economic and social system 
of which this is the product! We want to establish our 
civilization in this new land on a broader basis, in a 
deeper sympathy for humanity.” 

Thus it is that New Zealand, under Seddon's strenuous 


rule, has become the pet State of Socialists all over the 


world, and the bete noir“ of all conservative politicians. 
The Socialist Imperialist. 


Seddon boasts that if he is a Socialist he is also one of 
the staunchest of Imperialists. It is said that when the 
Boer war broke out he was dissuaded with difficulty from 
giving himself a commission and going to the front. His 
old fighting spirit, which had lain dormant during years 
of statesmanship, was roused; but he had to be content 
with sending 6000 other New Zealanders to South Africa. 

He made a “bad break” by wanting to send the Ma- 
ories, and by advocating sterner measures toward the 
Boers. “The Maories,” he said, in a speech, know how 
to conduct war and how to treat their enemies. They 
don't trouble about making prisoners.” 
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Seddon is not content with having New Zealand a pros- |

CHILI PATINS OF THE SOUTIIWEST 
» THAT BURN AND CURE. 
By a Special Contributor. 

EGINNING at. a point 100 miles above New Orleans 
B ‘and running west and southwest for more than 

three thousand miles is a belt of wild pepper, known 
as the chili patin. With its eastward end close to the 
Mississippi River, its westward end rests on the slopes 
of the mountains beyond the City of Mexico. There are 


any other one of them can show so extended or exclusive 
a habitat. The chili patin is found in its giant belt, anc 
nowhere else, though there are imitations of it elsewhere 
in the world. The investigator can distinguish the genu- 
ine from the imitation readily enough by putting a 
sample of each in his mouth. The imitation will be 
warm. There isn’t anything in the English language to 
describe what the other will be. Most northerners will 
have a reasonably clear idea of the virulence of the chili 
patin when they are told that Tabasco sauce is a much- 
weakened sojution of it. Tabasco sauce is made of 
chili patin, vinegar, and some alcohol put in as @ pre- 
servative. The sauce is made at New Iberia, La, which 
is at the eastern end of the chili patin belt. The 
proportion of the strength of the pepper in its natural 
state to the strength of the sauce is seven to one. It 
is nearly as hot as the interior hinges of the gates of the 
bad piace, and much hotter than the outside hinges. 

The chili patin grows on a bush from two to three 
feet high, and three feet broad across the top. The limbs 
of the bush are gnarled and twisted, and covered with 
rough bark. In appearance the plant is not unlike an old 
and diminutive oak tree. The likeness is furthered by 
the leaves, which are small, hard and green. The pepper 
itself is a nearly spherical berry about the size of smail 
buckshot. A stem puts off from a limb, and at the 
end of a stem is a single berry. From this stem other 
stems may put out, but each stem will grow not more 
than one fruit. Often a leaf grows from the stem next 
to the berry, bends over it and shades it, as if it were an 
umbrella. This is merely one of the ten thousand 
devices of nature to shield its protiucts from the flerce- 
ness of a torrid sun. The beit in which the pepper grows 
varies in width twenty to three hundred miles. The 
bushes stand Mickly enough, for the most part. It is 
impossible to estimate how many thousands of tons of 
the pepper go to waste each fall. While it is something 
of a favorite with the Mexicans and with the Americans 
along the Rio Grande, for the most part it is not used 
nt all. 

Even the Mexicans do not use it in all of their dishes 
wherein pepper is employed. In the very common dish 
known as chili con carne, for instance, the pepper used 
is the chili pod, much like the common red pepper of 
American gardens, but ten times warmer. They have, 
too, a pepper of dark purple when cured, which they 
call chili negro, about half way in strength between the 
chili colorado and the chili patin. Chili patin they use 
only when they wish to make some dish particularly 
tot. Generally some of it—a very little of it—is spread 
upon their huevos con savollas, a mixture of eggs, 
onions and cheese, and occasionally it is found in en- 
chiladas, which are tortillas with grated cheese and 
chopped onions on them, the whole moistened with a 
rich gravy. Americans eat largely of enchiladas when

Curative Effects. 


The chili patin is a pepper made by nature to offset the 
disease effects of an arid and excessively hot climate. 1. 
is not comprehensible how it came to spread so far east- 
ward in Louisiana, because that is a low, damp climate. 
It is true that the Louisiana chili patin, from which the 
tabasco sauce is made, is a bastard product. It has 
not more than one-half the hotness of the chili patin 
grown where it properly belongs, on the higher and 
drier lands further west. Properly speaking, the chill 
patin is of that part of the country which is sandy, red 
hot and practically rain'ess. For example, it grows no- 
where in greater strength or profusion than in the neigh- 
borhood of Durango, Mex., and in Durango, when they 
had a rain not long ago, children six years old were 
paralyzed with astonishment to see water fall out of 
the sky. Broadly speaking, the chili patin flourishes 
wherever the cactus flourishes, or it would - flourish 
there if transplanted. 
It will be understood that a climate in which there is 
little moisture and much sun is excelent for sick lungs 
and bad liver. In the chili patin parts of the Southwest 
consumption is unknown, save among people from the 
North, who come down in the last stages of it to die, and 
are shipped home. There is no catarrh to speak of. The 
various diseases of the digestive organs, however, are 
common among Americans, who do not know enough to 
eat chili patins. Mexicans rarely have them, because 
they keep themselves filled with the native peppers, 
which make the liver work. Mexicans begin the con- 
sumption of pepper at one year od, and they keep it 
up so long as they are able to swallow anything. Now 
and then, when a Mexican band comes to this country, 
the members of it get mopy and distressed looking in 
a little while. They cannot be induced to stay longer 
than three months. The doctors call this nostalgia, but 
it is merely a longing for pepper. It is a fact that when 
a Mexican sheep herder dies alone on the range, as often 
happens, the vultures will not feed upon his flesh. He 
is soaked through with chili patin. If a man living in 
the RO Grande part @ the United States, or in Mexico, 
will take chili patin at each meal, he will never have 
anything the matter with his liver, nor will that organ 


grow upti! it fills up one side of him. This is a fact

One Notable Cure. 


Dr. Taylor, at one time a health ofticial of New York 
City, bought a ranch on Devil's River, in western Texas, 
on the upper edge of the chili patin belt. He found forty 
cowboys on it, and half of them were on the sick list. 
That seemed to be the normal condition of the affairs 
on the ranch. They were living, as they had been for 
years, on ten oups of strong black coffee a day, fried 
bacon three times a day, and flour bread baked in a fry- 
ing pan. Taylor watched them a while, saw that he was 
paying forty men's wages for twenty men’s work, and set 
out to alter things. He cut down the coffee allowance 
to three cups a day a man, allowed bacon only three 
times a week, and dispensed with the flour altogether. 
Instead he gave them corn bread and tortillas, beef with 
chili patins, and such game as he could slay, with chili 
patins. He had a riot or two on his hands, but he held 
them down, and in three months there was not a sick 
man on the range. Taylor was killed by a fall from a 
horse five years ago, but up to the day of his death he 
carried always the dried chili patin pellets in his right- 
hand waistcoat pocket, and swallowed one like a pill, 
every hour or two.

Strength of the Pepper. 


Fe strength of this pepper is past the belief of any 


one not accustomed to it. Its flavor is peculiar to itself 
and proves attractive to almost all palates. There is 
some of its flavor, but not much of it, in the manufac- 


tured sauce. It is too much disguised by vinegar. Each 
sphere of it contains three or four seeds, not so large as 
the head of a pin. One of thesé seeds dropped into a 
bowl of oyster stew will make the stew hotter than the 
untrained mouths would like to encounter. A piece of 
dried skin as large as an apple seed will have the 
same effect. Men who have been eating chili patia for 
some days are able to stand half a Pepper in a plate 
of soup, but it calls for their self-control. A whole pep- 
per dropped into soup intended for ten persons will make 
it very hot indeed. It is easy, however, for the stranger 
here to build up a tolerance of the pepper. In a little 
while he will find himself requiring a whole one for his 
soup, and then two of them, but he never gets any 
higher. He will find himself also putting pepper into 
pretty much everything he eats, because the habit is 
rapidly acquired, and difficult to shake off. The chili 
atin habit is one of the few habits positively bene- 
ficial to the possessor. So far as is known here, the 
pepper is never sent north in its natural state, though 
it is certain to become popular in New York and other 
large cities, once it is taken to them. In Mexican restau- 
rants, and in most American restaurants through this 
region, a saucer of dried chili patins in the center of 
the table is as much a part of the regular condiments as 
the salt. It is used here on pretty much everything to 
eat, and is of especial value with fish of all kinds. 
This pepper is gathered by Mexicans when the berries 
are fully formed but are still green. It is taken by the 
simple process of breaking off the branches, or some- 


times pulling up the entire plant. The branches are 


hung up in kitchens or in barns. The leaves fall off in 
a little while, but the berries remain on the stems. The 
skia of them wrinkles slightly, and they turn a bright 
red. Ift this condition they may be readily crumbled 
between the thumb and forefinger, and so are especially 
convenient for use at the table. The pepper is as hot 
when green and tender as when dry, but is not so readily 
used. It exudes, when broken at this stage, a slight 
juice. If a man gets some of this moisture on his fingers, 


then rubs his eyes, he is in for an interesting time, last- | 


ing at least twenty-four hours. It is stated by Mexicans 
that if the dust from powdered chili patin is thrown in 
a man’s eyes, he will lose his sight. There is no re- 
corded instance of such an experiment, but the state- 
ment. is accepted generally at its face value. It will 
pain fearfully if the pepper be rubbed on the skin, and 
a poultice of it would simply set the sufferer on fire. 

It should be understood that the chili patin belt is not 
continuous either from end to end or from side to side. 
It is sometimes broken by long stretches of prairié land, 
and sometimes by intervening sections of soil so poor 
that even the clos@ly-clinging ground cactus grows 
only with effort. Wherever the pepper is, however, it 
is thick, and it bas a curious effect upon the animals of 
the region. It is especially common along the sides of 
the thin streams, which contain a little water in the 
winter time and in the summer become merely rivulets 
of dust. Some oT these streams, like the Nuéces River, 
run all the year through, yet their beds for miles aft 
as dry as a bone. The water simply dives under ground 
to get out of the way of the sun, and reappears maybe 
thirty miles from where it went in. The chili patin 
bushes are thickest along these courses, possibly because 
they need a little water and cannot find any elsewhere. 
It is disseminated, as most plants of its kind, solely by 
means of birds. There is no grazing animal that will 
touch it. | 


As Food for Fowls. 


Wild turkeys are very fond of it. When the first frost 
has fallen, the berries all turn from pale green to 
crimson, and at this time a wild turkey will walk twenty 
miles a day, going from plant to plant, picking such ber- 
ries as are most to its liking. After three weeks of this, 
when the turkey is killed and cooked, its flesh is as hot 
to the tongue as if it had been liberally sprinkled with 
the pepper; so hot, in fact, that one who has not built 
up a pepper tolerance cannot eat it.

ASHINGTON, July 20.—The American soldier is to 
W.. armed with a wonderful rifle, which will hur! a 
bullet five miles into space. It is a unique weapon, 
and the most powerful one ever designed for the foot 
soldier. It will shoot a single bullet through the bodies 
of fifty-five men formed in a straight column, all facing 
its muzzle, the nearest man being fifty-three feet away. 
At a distance of 500 yards it can, with one of its little 
lead projectiles, mow down twenty-three men; at 1000 
yards, thirteen men; at 1500 yards, six and one-third 
men. According to a law deduced by ordnance experts, 
the fleshy part of a man's body, from front to back, offers 


the same resistance to a bullet as does a plank of white 


pine one inch thick. This has been demonstrated by 


shooting bullets through the corpses of men and through | 


targets of the wood mentioned from various distances. 


A queer target was arranged for the test of the new 
Some twenty or more squares made of one-inch 
white pine were mounted vertically, one inch apart, at 
me end of a field.

Although this rifle will hurl a bullet five miles, 2000 
yards is the greatest distance with which the soldier 
with the sharpest eyes, even when aided by a telescope, 
can see a human target with sufficient accuracy to aim.

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Tue new bullet has the same weight as that of the 
Krag-Jorgensen rifle, butf back of it is 43.3 grains of pow- 
der, whereas the charge of the present rifle is but 37.6 
grains The bullets leave the new weapon's muzzle 
buzzing through space at a velocity of 2300 feet per 
second, or 300 feet per second faster than the muzzle 
velocity of the present riffe’s bullets. At a distance of 
1000 yards the new weapon's bullets are flying at a speed 
of 958 feet per second; those of the old at 901. Striking 
a soldier at that distance, one of the new bullets would 
exert upon his tissues the same energy as would 448 
pounds of lead dropped from the height of one foot. The 
striking energy of the old rifle’s bullets is that of 396 
pounds dropped the same distance. ! 

The heavier charge of the new rifles’ cartridges, be- 
sides giving this greater velocity and this greater strik- 
ing energy causes its bullets to travel in a much flatter 
vortical curve or “trajectory.” To reach the soldier 1000 
yards away the old rifles’ bullet must go five feet higher 
in the air than must that of the new. The flattest possibie 
trajectory is what ordnance experts the world over have 
been striving for, and we have beaten that of the German 
military rifle, hitherto the most nearly perfect in this 
respect, by more than three feet. The flatter the trajec- 
tory the surer the aim. i |

The Harris Family. 


PERSONS OF IMPORTANCE FROM THE 
EARLIEST TIMES.

66 R in household possessions” is the meaning of 


the names Harris, Harrison, and Harrington. 
Haara is Anglo-Saxon for lord and master; 
Herra in Icelandic means king; Henry, Heinrich, and 
Hainrich come from the same root. The final “s” is the 
‘sign of the possessive case, so that Harris signifies of 
Harry, or of the family of Haary. 

The name, originally Haara, became Harry, then Har. 
‘ris or Harrison. It has varied in its orthography, and 
we find Herris, Herries, Harries, and Herz. 

In England there are branches of the family in every 
town and county. About the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century the name Harris stood the twenty-fifth 
in the number of deaths; twentieth in marriages in Great 
Britain. In Wales, the Harris family is well represented, 
the name ranking with Jones and Williams. 

Thomas Harris, son of Thomas and Elizabeth Harris, 
of England, was the first of the name in this country. 
Wiliam Harris, a companion of Roger Williams, helped 
to found Providence, R. I. Among early settlers of 
Rowley, Essex County, Massachusetts, were four men. 
named Harris—John, Thomas, William, and Daniel. It 
is presumed that they were brothers. Each had a two- 
acre house lot given him, which shows that they were 
men of property and importance. 

Harrisburg. Pa, received its name from John Harris, 
an Englishman, who settled on the site of the town in 
1726, and whose son established a ferry over the Sus- 
quehanna River in 1753. The town was founded in 1785, 
under the name of Harrisburg; this was afterward 
changed to Louisburg; in 1791 it was incorporated under 
its present name. 

James Harris and his wife Sarah w°-

of land on or near the Connecticut River. The suc- 
cessors of Owaneco were also lavish in grants of land, 
and James and Sarah Harris soon became large land 
holders. Many grants and transfers of land are found on 
record. Sometimes the deeds are in the name of “Sarah 
Harris, bs consent of her husband, James Harris,” and 
sometimes in the name of “James Harris, by consent of 
his wife, Sarah Harris.” These deeds are dated about 
the beginning of the eighteenth century. 

Lieut. James Harris took part in the colonial wars, 
also Thomas Harris, who was one of twenty Ipswich men 
who went as soldiers against the Indians in 1643, and 
who for their services were each given “12d. a day, allow- 
ing for the Lord's Day, in respect of the extremity of 
the weather.” 

Members of the family also served their country in 
the Revolutionary war. Wiliam Harris, as sergeant, 
was in the battles of Brandywine and Germantown. In 
1811 he was commissioned brigadier-general, and in the 
war of 1812 was called into service, but died before the 
troops took the field. 

Traditions in the Harris family are not all of a pro- 
saic nature, but some have to do with the pranks of 
Cupid. 

To the marriage of Timothy Harris, who was of the 
second generation in America, the records ascribe a 
pretty little romance. Attaining his thirty-second year 
unmarried, he was regarded as a confirmed old bachelor. 
One day, having occasion to call on a neighbor, Morey by 
name—he knocked at the door, but receiving no answer. 
pulled the latch-string and entered. No one was in the 
house at the time, but an infant in the cradle, who, 
awakened from his nap by his unceremonious entrance, 
began to cry. Timothy set himself to rocking the cradle, 
and continued until Mrs. Morey returned. 

“Good heart! old bachelor, I have some hope of you 
yet,” said she. 

„Axe, good wife,” returned Timothy, “and not without 
reason, for I am determined to claim this little damsel 
for my wife the instant she is old enough.” 

He waited fifteen years, and did claim aad marry her 
in less than a month after the completion of her 
sixteenth year. This was about the year 1697. 

Their daughter Abigall married a Samuel Newell, a 
wealthy farmer, who had a singular and expensive taste

It was at this ball that Ann Har- 
ris met her fate. Dr. Shiell, an Irishman of considera>!e 
fortune, proposed marriage, but her mother would not 
consent, giving the reason that she proposed that al! her 
daughters should remain single. This daughter, how- 
ever, thought otherwise, and, taking the matter into their 
own hands, the couple eloped. They were afterward for- 
given oy the erstwhile obdurate parent. 

Among men of letters of the Harris name are Rev. Dr. 
John Harris, born in 1667. The “Lexicon Technicum,” 
of which he was the editor, ranks as the earliest of the 
long line of English encyclopedias. James Harris was a 
well-known writer, Hermes“ being his principal work. 
His works were collected and published by his son, Lord 
Malmesbury, who was the best-known English diploma 
ist of the latter half of the eighteenth century. He was 
sent to Brunswick to solicit the hand of the unfortunate 
Princess Caroline for the Prince of Wales, to marry her 
as proxy, and conduct her to her husband in England. 

Sir William Harris, also an Englishman, was knighted 
in recognition of his services as an electrician. Howell 
Harris, a pulpit orator of great power, established 
Methodism in Wales. |

MANY ELK IN COLORADO. 

I was snow-bound at a ranch in Lost Park, Colo., for 
three weeks during January, and personally know of a 
case where nine large stacks of hay disappeared in a 
single night; and when the morning’s sun came up, there 
Stood at the gates of the ranch corral a herd of elk so 
dense that they could not be counted, There they stood, 


_ contented and with distended stomachs, suffering us to lay 


hands on their faces and bodies without more fear than 
that of so many domestic cows. Every night for over 
two weeks the ranchers took turn about watching with 
dogs and armed with clubs in order to save what litte 
hay remained stacked within ten feet of the barn door! 

It is a positive fact that at times it was actually nec- 
essary to beat the animals away, so eager were they for 
food. Of course, they were hungry, but the snows, in 
driving them to the food of the lowlands, served to 
show the vastness of their numbers. I also saw one herd 
of elk in the Jackson Hole country of Wyoming, last 
Winter, which contained, so I was informed, at least ten 
thousand. If a quietus can be put on the tooth hunters 
and the tenderfoot potters, elk will Increase more rap- 
idly than they will be killed.—[Ross B. Franklin, in Fie

TINY WORKMEN THAT MAKE BEER, 
«ALCOHOL AND BUTTER. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 


LCOHOL burns with a very hot flame. It is easily 
A into vapor, and it gives off none of the 

smoke and other objectionable deposits left behind 
by oil or coal in burning. 

These advantages make it an ideal fuel for motor cars, 
and the number of motors built to burn alcohol is con- 
stantly increasing. Were it not for its properties as a 
drug and a poison, alcohol would be cheap enough, for 
it can be made from any form of vegetable starch or 
surgar. Such grow on all sides. All the wheats produce 
them, most fruits, and many roots, as that of the maple. 

The high duties hitherto imposed on alcohol by civi- 
lized countries are now being removed on what is 
called “denatured” spirit—that is, alcohol rendered unfit 
for drinking by mixing with it some nauseous sub- 
stance—and consequently its manufacture is increasing 
greatly. 

Factories for the production of alcohol are practically 
run by micrebes. Were it not for these useful little or- 
ganisms, als, either for drinking or for industrial 
purposes, wo se unknown. The alcohol motor car 
may thus be sald to owe its existehce to microbes, 

It was just over fifty years ago that two scientists 
first discovered that the fermentation which turns glu- 
cose or sugar into alcohol and carbonic acid is the work 
of iiving organisms, These ferment microbes, or yeasts, 
are of many different kinds, though all are extremely 
minute in size. Beer, wines, cider, perry, brandy, whisky, 


and all the various alcoholic liquors known to man are 


manufactured by these tiny creatures, of which the 
growth is so rapid that one will be the parent of thirty- 
five thousand within forty-eight hours. 

Pasteur, the great French chemist, showed how greatly 
success in beer brewing depends on the use of pure yeast 
—that is, of certain definite forms of microbes. For 
every separate kind of beer one special yeast must be 
used, and no other. 

This has led to the establishment in Germany and 
elsewhere of large factories or laboratories, where mi- 
crobes of special breeds are carefully grown and then 
dried for export. 

Unlike other living creatures, a microbe can be com- 
pletely withered and dried up for an almost indefinite 
period, and will then revive to perfect life in moisture 
and warmth. 

It is a very peculiar fact about the microbes that run 
bfeweries that those which live and work on the top 


of beer are quite different from those which exist at 


the bottom. The heavy British beers are al! the work 
of the “top fermentation yeasts;” the lighter German 
and Austrian lagers are the product of the “bottom fer- 
mentation yeasts.” 

Alcohol, however, is by no mans the only manufac- 
ture in which the industrious microbe busies itself. Ci- 
gar factories would be in very bad way were it not for 
certain breeds of microbes which give to the raw green 
leaf its delicate flavor. 

Most people are aware that all tobacco is fermented at 
least once before it is ready for the pipe or cigar. It is 
a microbe which accomplishes this process, and asks no 
pay for doling it. 

Until recently it was supposed that there was only one 
kind of microbe that worked at flavoring tobacco through 
fermentation. 

A couple of years ago, however, a German named 
Suchsland tried the experiment of taking microbes out of 
a fermenting heap of fine West Indian tobacco and in- 
troducing them into heaps of inferior German tobacco. 

he result was startling. The poor German tobacco, as 
if by magic, was transformed into leaf of the same 
delicious flavor as the Cuban growth. 

Within a very few years the breeding of the aristo- 
cratic forms of tebacco microbes will no doubt be as 
flourishing an industry as is that of growing the beer 
yeast already mentioned.

Every butler maker knows that unless the cream from 
which it is made is soured before churning the butter 
will not keep weill. The usual method is to let the cream 
stand till it sours of itself. 

Witter, the man to whom scientific butter making owes 


most, has discovered that certain choice forms of bacteria 


or microbes can be artificially propagated, which will not 
only sour the cream very quickly and surely, but will, 
when added to sterilized cream, produce butter of an 
exquisite flavor. 

The excellence of the Danish butter which comes to 


this country is mainly due to the use of the best selected 


brands of microbes as fermentation starters, 

But this does not exhaust the list of the industries in 
which the microbe aids man. There is a well-known 
microbe, of which the scientific name is “Mycoderma 
aceti,” but which is generally called “mother of vinegar.” 
without which mankind would be absolutely without 
pickles. 

The process of vinegar manufacture, aided by the 
he!pful microbes, is simplicity itself. One hundred quarts 
of vinegar and ten quarts of red wine are placed in a bar- 
rel. At the end of a week it is all vinegar. Ten quarts 
of the vinegar are drawn off, and ten fresh quarts of red 
wine added. The microbes do all the work. All they 
need is a proper temperature and plenty of fresh air. 

Cheese manufacturers depend upon the microbe as ab- 
wolutely as do the mal@rs of wine and of vinegar. The 
microbes that effect the butyric fermentation necessary 
before butter can become cheese are shaped like tiny 
roda, rounded at the ends.

The value of the Bengal indigo export has 
for a long time past averaged a value of two millions 
sterling yearly. 

It is now proposed to make other colors for artists’ 
use by the aid of others of these tiny but essential organ- 
isms. There is a “micrococcus” known which gives 4 
lovely golden color, and others which produce pinks, 
reds, browns and greens. It may be that in a few years 
artists will largely depend on bacterial colors.

SOME FISHING STORIES TOLD IN A

0 NE night recently I was sitting in a resort much

frequented by London journalists, when a sports- 

man entered with a bonny basket of fish, victims of 
his own rod and line. As he displayed his prizes, one 
could see that he was pretty nearly as proud as if he had 
conquered a city, and a fair-sized city at that. He had 
a tale to tell concerning each individual fish in that bas- 
ket, and he told it graphically and well. Others crowded 
round him, and in a moment there was a stream of talk 
running almost as broad as the Solent, and apparently 
as inexhaustible. Men who had whipped the Irish riv- 
ers, others who had made play in Scottish lakes and 
lochs, or in English streams, came along with their 
stories; the crisp, curt man, with the paragraphic story, 
the windy man with the three-volume and a posiscript 
story; stories of salmon that bent the rod to the break- 
ing potnt, and sent the reel whirring like the wheel of 
an express train on the down swish of a mountain grade, 
always “an eighteen pounder” and “a clean fish, sir”; 
stories of trout and pike, bream and roach—gorgeous 
stories some of them. | 

Said one man noted for the splendor of his imagina- 
tion when fishing stories are on hand: 

“I was fishing for pike in a millpond last year in the 
Midlands, and I struck a fish that snapped my line as if 
it had been cotton thread. I just caught sight of him 
for a moment on the top of the water, and I thought I 
must be dreaming and having a nightmare. Next day I 
went back with a line that would have held a shark, and 
I took a fine bream as live bait. As soon as my bait hit 
the water there was a rush and a swirl amongst the reeds 
on the edge of the pond, and the next moment I had 
hooked the dirty grey pirate, hooked him good and hard, 
too, and then began a fight. I played that fish, gentle- 
men, hour after hour. Sometimes he was out in the 
middle of the pond fighting for his head like a race 
horse: other times he was sulking among the reeds. I 
played him until I was pretty near exhausted. Then I 
tied my line to a tree and went home for dinner, mean- 
ing to come back when I was refreshed and have another 
ter." 

“Beg pardon, mister,” put in an American who was 
present; “what did you say you went home for?“ 

“For lunch,” snapped the angry fisherman; “what did 
you think I went home for?” 

“Don't Know,” drawled the Yankee, “but I thought 
maybe you'd gone home for a windlass.” 

I learned many remarkable things about British fishing 
during the discussion that ensued. Young men waxed 
eloquent, old men got angry, but the strangest thing 
about it all was that none of the yarns I heard seemed 
to fit any of the things I had seen during my limited ac- 
quaintance with English waters; yet I feel confident that 
some of those men believed the tales they told. : 

Of all the fishing I have tried, so far, in England, J 
think I like pike fishing the best, probably because I 
have not yet mastered the fine arts of trout and salmen 
catching: but there is something “gamey” about the 
shark-like rush of the river pirate at the struggling live 
bait, the bold, uncompromising snap at the hidden hook, 
and the fierce fight for life when the hook strikes home. 
There is nothing half-hearted about the pike; he is a 
rufflan among his kind, but a bold, unbending ruffian, 
who takes his toll fiercely on the watery highways and 
dies game. 

To a man reared in warm climates there is not a great 
deal of charm in English fishing. The air is too cold, 
the banks too damp, the skies too grey, and the drizzling 
rain too frequent.to please a salamander.

A 
good many people over here seem to hold the opinion 
that there is little or no sport to be had in Australian 
waters, but there they are mistaken; there is plenty of 
sport to be had of its kind, though none that demands 
the delicate skill of English trout fishing, nor anything 
that comes up to the dazzling sport provided by the sal 
mon.

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The Streets of Mexico. 
THEIR CURIOUS LEGENDS, NAMES 
AND CUSTOMS. 

‘By J. H. Cornyn in ‘‘Modern Mexico. 

VERY old city has its legends, its stories, its pe- 
E culiar customs and its characteristic quarters. Of 

all the cities in the New World, Mexico has clus- 
tered within it more of legend, history, traditions and 
quaint customs and people than any other. Almoat every 
street has its story, and these stories cover al] the gamut 
of the picturesque, the horrible, the sentimental and the 
pathetic. 

In its early history, Mexico City was divided into 
wards, or quarters, each one of which was the special 
home of some trade or profession. There was the street 

or quarter of the shoemakers, the streets of the silver- 
smiths, of the bakers, of the saddle makers, of 
the butchers, of the watchmakers, of the silk 
merchants, of the wine sellers and so on. 
There was even the street of the  coffin- 
makers. Many of these old names still exist, though the 
caste-like character of the streets has somewhat changed. 
One of the most fashionable streets of the city is Pla- 
teros, the street of the silversmiths. Even today there 
are more jewelry shops on this street than any one other 
kind of business, and here still are to be found the most 
fashionable jewelry and art curio stores of the city. 

The street of the coffin-makers still exists, and is now 
very appropriately known as the street of death. It 18 
a narrow lane, running the length of only one black. 
This is one of the streets in Mexico that still preserves 
its ancient caste, for on it there exist nothing but coffin 
factories. This is a very quaint piace. Here the native 
workmen will work all day long at the manufacture of 
coffins, all of which are made by hand. It is a gloomy 
place, in fitting mood with its occupation, and there are 
cleaner spots upon the face of the earth. 

Cinco de Mayo (fifth of May) street promises soon to 
be one of the most beautiful streets in the city. It was 
named in commemoration of the decisive advantage 
gained by Mexican troops over the French, which took 
place upon that date. This naming of streets, parks and 
public places after dates is common in Spanish countries. 

One end of Cinco de Mayo street enters the Zocalo, the 
principal square of the city. The other end will, when 
that part of the street is finished, open into the Alameda, 
the largest public park in the city, and the finest. It 
wil, therefore, in a very short time, be one of the most 
| fashionable drives in the city. Along this street many 
new and imposing buildings are going up. 

The Zocalo, already mentioned, has seen many historic 

appenings. There, in olden times, was the great temple 
of the Aztecs, which was, with its accompanying base or 
| pyramid, larger than Saint Peter’s, at Rome, the largest 
church building in the world. There, too, was the pal- 
ace of Montezuma, in fact, two palaces, both noted, one 
the old, in which were quartered Cortez and his officers, 
a building whose vast size excited the admiration of even 
the Spaniards themselves, used, as they were, to the vast

On the Zocalo, too, is the Cathedral of Mexico, the 
third largest church building in the wor!d, which occu- 
pied one hundred years in building. On this public 
square the common people believed for a long time that 
the ghost of the unfortunate Aztec Emperor, Montezuma, 
wandered at night lamenting the loss of empire and the 
dest ruet ion of his people. Even today the humbler folk 
believe that a tunnel connects the cathedral with the 
castle of Chapultepec, the Presidential residence, three 
and a half miles away, at the end of the Paseo de la 
Reforma, one of the finest and noblest public drives in 
the world. 

One of the historic streets of Mexico is Mariscala. This 
faces the north side of the Alameda, the largest and most 
fashionable park of the city. It was along this street 
that the army of Cortez, the great conqueror of Mexico, 
passed on the “dismal night” when he was driven from 
the city by the Aztecs. On this street, too, occurred some 
of the most desperate fighting on that terrible night. 
There the Spaniards were able to do nothing against the 
tiger-like ferocity and fanaticism of the Aztecs. Curi- 
ously enough, a couple of centuries later, the ferocity of 
the Spanish priests, who virtually governed Mexico, often 
burst forth into fierce flame on the park in front of this 
street, when the merciless fires of the inquisition burned 
its innocent victims because they held a different faith 
from that of Spain. 

On the opposite side of the Alameda is Avenida Jua- 
rez, named after the great Mexican reformer, he who 
freed the country from the grinding rule of the church. 
This is a wide, well-paved street, and on account of its 
width and its central location is the scene of all the pub- 
lic processions, especially those of à civic character.

This street is a continuation of the great public drive, 


Christ, of Jesus, of the Sanctified Virgin, of the Purified 
Virgin, of Death, and the Lane of the Rat. All of these 
have stories connected with them. Many of the streets 
have names that sound impious to Northern ears. But 
there is no more thought of impiety in naming them 
than there is in calling a boy Jesus. The Street of the 
Holy Ghost was originally the street of the Church of 
the Holy Ghost. So on with the other streets bearing 
sacred names. This curious, incongruous use of sacred 
names is to be frequently noted in Mexico. In an inte- 
rior town I came across a pulqueria (a low native drink- 
ing dive) called “Ei Recreo de Jesus.” Literally trans- 
lated this would be “The place where Jesus used to have 
a good time.” But no disrespect was intended. The pul- 
queria was situated back of the Church of Jesus, and 
took its name from the church itself. 

The streets of Mexico commemorate the names of many 
famous rulers. They also record the names of desper- 
ate characters. There is the street of Don Juan Manuel, 
who committed murder in defense of his own honor, 
which he believed his wife had trifled with. Report says 
that the house where he lived was haunted, and for very 
many years it remained empty because no one dared to 
live in it. 

There is also the street of the Raven, where it is said 
there lived an old man who had sold his soul to the devil. 
Here he lived with a raven whom the common people 
believed was the devil in disguise. One day the old man 
and the bird disappeared in the course of a terrible 
thunderstorm, leaving behind them only a few feathers 
and a suspicious smell of brimstone. So the street was 
called after the raven because the people did not wish 
to take the name of the devil in vain.

The books of corporations must not only be registered 
and stamped at the government stamp office, but must 
be kept in Spanish. . 

Most stores and offices are closed for an hour and a half 
at midday, although the custom is not universally ob- 
served as formerly. 

Cash is much more generally used in the payment of 
bills than in the United States. Some large houses 
rarely pay a bill of less than $1000 by check. 

The advent of American banks has greatly facilitated 
minor business operations with these institutions. For- 
merly the purchase of a foreign draft was an all-day op- 
eration. It had to be ordered in the morning to be se-

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PRINCE DIED A MONK. N 

The death of Prince Edward of Schoenburg-Harten- 
stein in the monastery of Emmaus in Prague serves to 
recall his most remarkable career. The Prince was born 
in 1863. He entered an Austrian cavalry regiment, 
and for a decade he was notorious as the wildest and 
most dissipated young blood in Vienna. Suddenly, at 
the age of thirty, when he had reached the rank of 
captain, and had gained the reputation of a smart officer, 
he threw up his military career to become a monk. 

His renunciation of worldly things was quite dramatic. 


He rode direct from the maneuver field to the monastery, ‘ing In- 
doffed his uniform, broke his sword, and assumed monk- ‘ 
ish attire.

“There is an army post near Punto Perilido, my native 
place, in which several battalions of artillery are quar- 
tered. At the time of which IT am speaking, the blue- 
coats had just received a gigantic cannon, recently con- 
structed after a peculiar. model, to be tested, by order of 
the War Department, at this particularj post. The tar- 
gets stood nineteen miles away, and the non was sup- 
posed to carry twenty miles with ease. Only three days 
before, the men had returned from their regular two 
weeks’ practice, and the targets were known to be free 
from incumbrances or obstacles of any kind. These tar- 
gets—mind you, there were ten or twelve of them—con- 
sisted of great wooden walls 14 to 15 feet high and 18 to 
20 long. For reasons which need not be stated, no in- 
formation regarding the cannon or the testing thereof 
had been allowed to leak out. | 

“The long-distance bombardment took place as per 
order. Some 1500 shots were fired. The work was done 
early in the morning, right after sunrise, at 4:30 o'clock, 
as near as I can remember. I have mentioned that the 
cannon was a monster. It goes without saying that the 
projectiles used were mammoth masses of lead and iron. 
In order to try the new machine most thoroughly, its aim 
was shifted from time to time so that all the targets 
might receive the benefit of its attentions. The thing 
was a double rapid action engine, and the whole 1500 
loads were discharged in fourteen minutes. 

“Later in the day Col. Vandervet, the K. O. of the post, 
myself and several citizens of lesser importance, together 
with three or four junior officers, set out for the target 
range to ascertain the results of the experiment. You 
will readily understand our horror when, on riding up 
to the targets, we found the ruins of a considerable 
town. 

“Any number of unrecognizable corpses lay scattered 
among the debris of wooden houses,-which had been 
practically cut into splinters. We counted 12,000 dead, 
including women and little children. They had been 
killed in their sleep, evidently, or slaughtered by the 
whirlwind missiles ere they could collect their wits and 
speed for safety. Nine hundred houses had composed 
this seitiement. There was, or rather had been, an 
operahouse and twenty odd saloons. The public build- 
ings, the operahouse and several of the larger structures 
had been erected jam-up against the targets, which had 
been utilized as walls. Toadstool City was the name of 
the place. We found it inscribed on the late City Hall. 

“Understand that three days earlier not a hut had 
stood within three miles of the locality! 

“Col. Vandervet pledged all of us to secrecy. He ar- 
gued—and we realized—that the United States army 
would probably be abolished by popular indignation if 
this catastrophe were permitted to become a matter of 
public knowledge. We buried the dead and made a bon- 
fire of the ruins in something over twenty-four hours. It 
was a hard and grewsome task. But so well and wisely 
did we lavor,” concluded Hon. J. Cheerful Layer, “that 
the destruction of Toadstool City remains an all unfath- 
omed mystery.”"—[New Orleans Times’ Demacrat.

Animals as Topers. 


LTHOUGH it has often been said, when speaking of 

drunkenness, that even the beasts of the field do not 
get drunk, it is nevertheless a fact that a great many 
animals do get intoxicated. 

Take the elephant, for instance. He is particularly 
fond of fruit of the unganu tree, and, although he ap- 
pears to have some idea that it is not good for him, he 
will go on eating when he has once begun until he is 
wildly excited and so intoxicated that he will stagger 
from side to side. Every now and then he will pull um- 
self up, shake his huge head and tear madly through 
the forest, trumpeting at the top of his voice and terri- 
TVing every living creature. 

It is said that he will even dare and defy his most 
dreadful enemy, the tiger, when in this condition. 
we have no means of verifying this. It is well known, 
however, that an elephant is in a most dangerous con- 
dition when suffering from the effects of eating this beau- 
tiful fruit, and all who can take care to keep out of his 
way as much as possible. 

The sloth bear is another anima! given to this failing. 
The natives of India are in the habit of hanging little 
vessels on the palm trees for the purpose of catching? 
the juice. This juice is so attractive to the sloth bear 
that, although such a poor climber, he will scram de up 
and go on drinking the juice until he is so drunk that 
he can only slip helplessly to the ground and lie there in 
a drunken stupor until the effects have passed off. 

But the sloth bear is not the only animal who is so 
partial to this juice of the palm tree. The curious fruit, 
or fox bats (family pteropodidae) are particularly fond 
of it. This peculiar little combination of beast and bird, 
with its foxlike face, reddish furry body and black, un- 
canny-looking wings, the delicate membrane of which 
is always quivering down to the very tips, will fly to 
these vessels in company with some hundreds of his com- 
panions and they will suck the juice until the ground 
below the tree will be dark with the bodies of these bats, 
who will lie there too helplessly intoxicated to move or 
defend themselves, no matter what may turn up.

Necessary camp utensils are as follows: Round camp- 
kettle, a long-handled fork, knife. spoon, sheet-iron skil- 
let, wire broiler, cheap tin coffeepot, water pail and dip- 
Per. and, last but not least, dy any means one or two 
fireproof earthen bean pots, with covers. Water for 
coffee is heated in the kettle, and after the coffeepot is 
fiiled, enough remains to boil the potatoes or cook the 
breakfast food. If other vegetables are had than can 
be cooked with the potatoes, an extra saucepan will be 
necessary. 

The crowning achievement in cookery is baked beans 
and custard. For the former the beans are boiled in 
the kettle until, when they are taken up in a spoon and 
blown upon, the skins wil! loosen and curl. Then they 
are put into the bean pot with a teaspoonful of molasses 
and one of sugar, dissolved and stirred in, a piece of salt 
pork, a little salt, and enough hot water to fill even 
full. The hot ashes are dug out, the bean pot put down 
in and covered to the lid with them, with a few live coals 
near the top, and left to simmer all day, or all night: 
taking care only that enough water is added now and 
then to keep them moist. The charm is in the baking. 
Never before, since the days when I used to eat brown 
bread and baked beans on a Sunday morning from an 
old-fashioned brick oven, have I tasted anything at al 
approaching the delicacy of flavor attained by cooking in 
this way. 

Custard is accomplished much in the same way, except 
that the ashes are not heaped so high around the pot 
(for you bake your custard, too, in the bean pot,) and it 
is left to jelly into richness. Sometimes you may vary 
the bil! of fare with a rice pudding, after the same man-

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‘THE WILD ANIMALS OF LOS ANGELES COUNTY | 
XVL-THE GOPHE®. 
A Pest SECOND ONLY TO THE GROUND 
SQUIRREL—SOME OF ITs KINDRED. 
By a Special Contributor. 
N a previous article of this series, it has been noted 
the gnawers— known as the roden's—make up 
the largest in point of numbers of any ! the mam- 
malian groups. They are scattered throughout every 
country known to zodlogists, but commonly attain to 
their greatest size in the warmer climates. The two 
species of Beaver found in North America and Europe 
respectively are good examples of the larger rodents of 
the Temperate zones, while the Cavies of South America 
have among their several species the largest of all the 
gnawers, an animal reaching a length of four feet and 
a weight of not far from one hundred pounds. The larg- 
est of our rodents, here in Los Angeles county, ig the 
Jack-rabbit, of which I have already written. There yet 
remains, however, a very annoying if not dangerous spe- 
cies as the Pocket or Pouched Gopher. 
=<, There are some ten or twelve different varieties of this 
‘animal in North America, of which the species commonly 
found in.Los Angeles county is one. It is known as a 
sub-species of. the California Gopher, and is a type of 
most of the other species, differing from them in minor 
characteristics only. Taken all together, these Gophers 
are separated from the rest of the rodent tribe by the 
absence of true fur—the covering of their bodies consist- 
ing for the most part of “stiff hairs with no under kur.“ 
Fur would, of- course, with them be a superfluity, owing 
to the warmth of the underground passages in which 
they work and sleep (during much of the winter at least.) 
They one and all have the compact, strongly-built bodies 
necessary to an anima! whose life is spent in endless 
digging. These bodies, too, are cylindrical and the head 
cone-shaped for still further assistance in their work. 
‘The eyes are small and well protected, and the ears, in 
some species, almost invisible externally though ex- 
tremely well-developed in their inner mechanism. The 
legs are short and of almost equal length, armed with 
long and sharp nails. They are exclusively New World 
animals, being unknown to the Eastern Hemisphere. 
Armed with this knowledge of the whole family, let us 
now consider the animal found in the fields of this 
county and which is so much of a nuisance to city gar- 
deners. Our Gopher is from six to eight inches in length, 
to which is added about two inches of stubby tail. In 
color, it is brownish red above, becoming almost red at 
certain seasons of the year, and shading into grayish 
white beneath. -The feet, immediately above the claws, 
are white as is sometimes the tail. The incisors (front, 
or cutting“ teeth) project more than in any of the rest 
of our rodents, and give to this Gopher a peculiar ap- 
pearance of ‘ferocity, which is amply backed up by its 
nature. In some respects this animal resembles the Mole 
with which most of us were familiar in the East, yet it 
is on the whole a very different sort of creature, as we 
shall see later. ele 
Our Pocket Gopher is particularly partial to alfalfa 
fields, though he does much damage in flower and vege- 
table gardens as weil. Owing to plentiful irrigation, its 
numbers have been kept within reasonable bounds, 
though I am told that, in some parts of the Mississippi 
Valley, this animal is as abundant as the Ground Squirrel 
is here. The Gopher runs numerous tunnnels at a depth 
of from a few inches to two feet beneath the surface, 
for the purpose of getting the roots and bulbs which con- 
stitute the chief food supply of these rodents. In gen- 
eral, these tunnels radiate from a central chamber and 
communicate, one with another by means of cross tun- 
nels. The chamber mentioned is usually just beneath 
the spreading roots of a large tree, and is at the end of 
a shaft from three to five or six feet in depth. This nest 
room, as it may be called, is of large size compared to 
the apparent needs of the animal. Such a chamber is a 
permanent home as well as for the birth rearing of 
young. It is thoroughly and warmly lined with dry 
grasses and a special! nest for the female occupies one 
end. In March—rarely April—some six or eight young 
make their appearance here and grow rapidly, so that, 
within a few months they are able to start tunnels of 
their own, and in turn rear more Gophers to steal the 
fruits (or rather the roots) of the ranchers’ labors. At 
a short distance from the nest- chamber and connected 
with it by a convenient passageway, is a store chamber, 
kept well filled with a miscellaneous booty, usually con- 
sisting of roots, nuts and green wees, with such few 
fruits and seeds as the Gopher has been able to gather. 
Every one who has ever seen a Gopher of this variety, 
has, of course, noted the curious and capacious cheek 
pouches, opening outside the mouth, with which the ani- 
mal is endowed. It is in these pouches or “pockets” 
that most of this large supply of food is carried to the 
storeroom. In tunneling and other subterranean work- 
ings the Gopher comes to the surface frequently, puch- 
ing up little mounds of earth before him. These form 
the tell-tale signboards, by which the farmer or orchard- 
ist is apprised of the presence of his enemy. For the 
capture of our friend, the Gopher, a thousand and one 
devices have been patented, but none is entirely effect- 
ive, though the common wire“ trap is probably as suc- 
cessful as any. This Gopher is almost as artful in 
avoiding traps as is the Fox among the flesh-eaters, and 
will absolutely refuse be caught in a trap on which 
yet lingers the faintest trace of the man smell. Poisoned 
watermelons, apricots and other kinds of fruit are also 
used ip the destructive process, but so many animals. for 
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to its size as are those of the big marsupial.

which the bait was not intended, get it, that this plan is 
in many localities considered a failure. 

Gophers of every species are bad fighters, and should 
two old males meet in the midst of a flooded alfalfa field, 
no matter how great their danger from water, they will 
at once proceed to settle their real or imagined differ- 
ences on some convenient knoll or dyke. Such a baitle 
frequently so holds the attention of the combatants that 
rising water engulfs them both, provided the shovel of 
the irrisator does not descend upon them. 

Much is heard from animal-lovers throughout Los 
Angeles county concerning the Kangaroo Rat, which in 
many cases is quite a mystery to the observer, the tracks 
of the animal in sand or soft earth alone telling the tale 
of his presence. As its name indicates, this Rat has the 
long hinder legs and tail of its large Australian name- 
sake, while its jumping powers are as great in proportion 
The Kan- 
garoo Rat has two large cheek pouches opening outside 
the cheeks as do those of the Gopher just described. The 
head and body of this animal (exclusive of the hinder 
legs and tail, which are of indefinit> length) are in length 
about four inches. The color, like that of most of the 
wild rodents, is brown-gray above, becoming lighter al- 
most to white on the flanks and belly. The feet and the 
tip of the tail, which ends in a tuft of hair, are white. 
Little is really known concerning these little gay waifs 
of our valleys, but what is known has been earned at a 
cost of infinite patience and much time. “The habits 
of the Kangaroo Rats,“ says Lydekker, “are very similar 
to those of the Jerboas, these rodents frequenting the 
most arid districts they can find and living in burrows 
made beneath rocks or stones. In such districts there 
is no water, and but little vegetation save gigantic cac- 
tuses; and it appears that the food of the Kangaroo 
Rats is formed by the roots, b'ades. and seeds of the 
scanty grass that manages to siruggle into existence. 
Probably the only water that these creatures drink is 
that derived from dew collected on the cactuses. L ‘tile 
or nothing seems to be known concerning their breeding 
places.”” Being strictly nocturnal animals, we see little 
of these creatures save their queer, zigzag lines of tracks 
doubling and twisting over the dry soil of the orchard or 
scurrying bout the vines in the vineyard. 

The Kangaroo Rat; however, should not be confounded 
with the larger and heavier Wood Rat. found in various 
places throughout the United States. But whatever the 
species or the name, the habits are quite similar, and 
everyone who has ever wandered along our arroyos or 
beneath the oaks of our lower hills bas noted the queer 
“stick houses” erected by these animals and resembling 
to some extent the “houses” built by the water-loving 
muskrat. The species of this Rat known to Los Angctes 
County is grayish brown above, shading into white be- 
neath with white feet and a body somewhat larger than 
that of either the Brown or the Black Rat, described in 
a late number of this Magazine. The habits of the Wood 
Rats are not well known, and the field for study is a 
large one and unoccupied. F 

There are also several species of field mice foun here. 
notably that one whose little, oval nest is‘found so often 
in bushy mustard plants, and even in orchard trees, but 
they are too numerous and of too little interest to the 
lay reader to detain us longer.

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The Plaza Shorn. £ 

HE cutting back of the great ficus trees of the Plaza 

Park has caused a great deal of comment, for the 
public can see no cause for the slaughter. These large 
trees were the pride of that portion of the town, and 
were the prettiest of that species to be found in Southern 
California. They have been ruined, in the estimation of 
some of our complaining lovers of trees, as they affirm 
that this plant will never again grow a strong, resistant 
head. There were three of these trees, so umbrageous 
and beautiful that they alone afforded shade for the 
little park and distinction to the city. The motive in 
this destruction is not evident, as no dangerous insect 
pests infest the ficus. If it were to allow other plants 
to grow more freely it is a questionable act, anyhow, 
as these plants were more valuable than everything 
else growing upon the Plaza. , 


OR several seasons the rural press has been- praising 

Thompson’s seedles grape. It is worthy of all praise, 
and no one has a proprietorship in this fine variety. It 
was first introduced into California in 1878 by W. Thomp- 
son of Yuba City, from cuttings obtained in New York. 
Like so many of our fine varieties of fruit, its origin is 
in dispute, one authority making it a superior Sultana 
from Asia Minor. Another authority says it is the Lady 
De Coverly from Constantinople, named for its California 
sponsor. It has the distinction of being more prolific 
and meritorious both for the table and its grower than 


and astonishing photograph ever taken of a bearing 
vineyard was from this variety. Dr. Bioletti describes 
this grape as follows: ‘Vine very vigorous and with 
large trunk and very long canes; leaves glabrous (de- 
void of surface hairs,) dark yellowish green above and 
light below, generally three-lobed, with shallow sinuses, 
teeth short and obtuse; bunch large, cornico-cylindrical, 
well filled, on herbaceous peduncles, berries under 
medium, crisp, of neutral flavor, with moderately thick 
skin of a fine golden yellow color.” This splendid grape 
doubtless succeeds best in warm, dry locations, but it 
is fast becoming a genera! favorite wherever it can be 
successfully grown. Its only serious fault is the ease 
with which the berries part from the stem. 
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Heavy Grain Farming. 


HE impression abroad is that Southern California is 

devoted almost wholly to fruit growing. The Assessor’s 
returns published in 1902 show about 17,000 acres in 
fruit orchards and nearly 4000 acres in vines, making ap- 
proximately 21,000 acres in fruit in Los Angeles county. 
A close estimate places the acreage in grain and hay this 
season at 43,435 acres. This shows that not more than 
half the acreage of cultivated land in the county ig de. 
voted to orcharding. We have no estimate upon the area 
given to small fruits and vegetables, but certainly there 
is not enough to raise the total acreage of fruiis and 
vegetables to 50 per cent. of the grain lands. The esti- 
mate shows 6458 acres in wheat; oats, 1965; barley, 
23,650; corn, 2114; hay, 9248. A considerable territory 
not included is devoted to permanent pasturage in the 
semi-damp lands of the county. 

In the southern part of the State the grain crop is 
better than the aver@&e, and the reports from the State 
at large show the cereal crops somewhat below the aver- 
age In quantity, but the grain ‘has filled well, and harvest 
reports may be still more favorable, making possibly an |

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average crop for the entire State. The June weather and 
that of the finst half of July indicate that the hay crop has 
had ideal curing conditions, without extraordinary heat 
or unusual fog. The hay output is, without an impor- 
tant exception, good throughout the Coast, but it will 
fall a little below the normal quantity. Every county in 
the State except two report farming as in a prosperous 
condition, good crops, good prices and plenty of work 
being assigned as the main reasons for the universally 
prosperous state of business throughout the State. 
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Parasite Established. 


ITHOUT attempting to unduly excite the hopes of 

fruit growers it is now a fact that the scutellista, or 
African fly, has become established in Southern Califor- 
nia. Remembering the failure of the rhizobius to exter- 
minate the black scale no opinion can safely be offered 
at this time as to the degree to which this African scale 
parasite may go in the destruction of the citrus fruit- 
growers’ greatest insect enemy. Scores of scutellista 
colonies have been sent out to growers from the State 
Board of Horticulture’s office, and the distribution has 
been augumented lately by the removal of parisitized 
scale from the second or third generation of some of 
these colonies. One very large orchard in which less 
than one hundred flies were liberated last year has been 
practically freed from black scale, apparently the work 
of the scutellista, assisted by other parasites, I re- 
cently gathered a large number of the larvae of the fly 
from one of these trees, in every case the grub of the fly 
having depopulated the egg supply of a mature black 
scale. 

The new insect is found most plentifully at Pasadena. 
In one case twelve black scale were removed from a 
pepper tree and ten grubs found in them. I am told it 
finds better feeding upon the scale of pepper trees than 
upon any other plant. Of this I am not sure, but the 
trees for many rods away from the tree upon which 
the colony was first liberated contain large numbers of 
scutellista in various stages of development. Whatever 
be the outcome of this promising new parasite it has 
demonstrated its adaptabliity to the climate and its 
power to multiply under California conditions. I hope 
to have further reports upon the work of the African 
fly in a week or so. But at present it is sufficient to 
know that hundreds of specimens are being gathered 
for further colonization. 


Fancy Prices. 


HE extraordinary prices received for limes occa- 

sionally have brought me the inquiry as to the desira- 
bility of planting this fruit. The tendency of a few 
reports upon high prices is to cause fruit growers to 
engage in the cultivation of that particular kind, with- 
out considering the genera! conditions that prevail both 
in the growing and selling of the fruit. Broad princi- 
ples are sometimes of more value than specific advice, 
and I believe The Times has had a steadying influence 
in hundreds of cases that has been profitable where 
conservative position can be induced. Limes may be 
selling at $7 a box on this Coast, as stated, but that does 
not establish the lime as a profitable fruit, by any means. 
I once knew of pomelo fruits selling at 25 cents apiece. 
They are not so dear now. Seedless grapes have sold at 
15 cents a pound, and at $55 a ton the same week. Dis- 
tribution, adaptability of soll, science in cultivation and 
skill in marketing cut a broad figure in the production 
and marketing of special fruits. I am not sure but 100 
boxes of limes would glut any market on the Coast. For 
some reason but very little of this excellent fruit is 
grown. Generally speaking, a poor farmer, or one de- 
pending wholly upon his farm for revenue should not 
“plunge” on new fruits, or old, which have not been 
demonstrated locally. Let the opulent farmer take 
chances in planting extensively to experimental crops. 
His exchequer will stand failure, and he enjoys even 
adverse experience sometimes. I do not know but the 
statement is true that more money has been lost in test- 
ing new fruits or unadaptatble varieties than has been 
made in regular standard fruits. A photograph of Call- 
fornia orchards as a whole ten years ago would not re 
semble a photograph of today in varieties and kinds un- 
der cultivation. Don’t try the lime extensively. 


Something New in Grapes. 


ROM C. M. Skinner of Palm Springs, Riverside county, 

I-learn some interesting news from that section, which 
prides itself upon 120 deg. in the shade this summer. He 
has forty-five acres in table grapes, twenty-five of which 
are planted to Thompson’s seedless, and the balance to 
Black Malvoise, Hamburg and Flaming Tokay. Mr. Skin- 
ner has just sent the agricultural editor a crate of the 
Thompsons. One bunch weighed one and a quarter 
pounds, and they Will average nearly a foot in length. 
The novel manner of training his vines maybe of prac- 
tical value to the grape-growing readers of The Times. 
For years they were trained to stakes, and the hot 
sun burned the fruit and destroyed much of it about 
ripening time. This season a new plan was tried, which 
produced much finer fruit, less sumburn, and about 20 
per cent. more grapes. A single strand of heavy twine 
was stretched between the posts, about eighteen inches 
above the grounds, and the vines trained upon the string. 
The general custom with Thompson's seedless is to train 
the vines straight up on posts, but the new method allows 
the foliage to shade the fruit and the warm ground air 
to ripen it properly. No trouble is experienced in get- 
ting the rich golden hue so indicative of good quality 
in this variety. Mr. Skinner says this method has ripened 
his Tokays with the proper wine ‘color all over the berry

Whatever may be the 
cause of his stumbling, whipping the stumbler will do no | 
good. The horse does not stumble for pleasure or 
through design. Stumbling is painful to him. Just why 
be should be tortured with a whip after his whole ner- 

vous and muscular system has been wrenched in ,a 

Stumivle and a struggle to keep his feet, no one can tell. 

The whipping comes after the accident. The horse does 

not understand that the stinging lash is a warning o him 

not to stumble again. He regards it merely as an added 
torture. 

“The defect is a serious one generally. and often can- 
not be remedied without long rest in the pasture. If the 
horse can be turned out and let run for a year, he may 
get all right again, this when all other remedies fail to 
help him.—[Unidentified. 


THE DAIRY. 
Water for Washing Butter. 


EW dairymen give sufficient consideration to the 

purity of the water they use in washing the butter- 
milk out of the butter, says a writer in the Jersey Bulle- 
tin, and also the water used in washing the dairy imple- 
mens. Let us consider this matter a moment. Few men 
have taste so dull that they cannot tell rain water from 
ordinary spring or well water, nor will they drink pond 
or creek water unless forced to, because they do not like 
the taste of it. Now creeks, ponds, springs and ordinary 
wells are all affected more or less by washing and seep- 
age from the adjacent soil, which is always permeated 
with rotten wood or decayed vegetable matter. If it is } 
on can taste these things in different kinds 
of WI a fact that those objectionable 
substances will in some d¢¢ ee have @ bad en...70n the 
butter into which they are incorporated by washing ane 
working? 

The custom is to stop the churn when the butter forms 
the size-of wheat grains. The buttermilk is drawn off 
and the butter is washed through two or more baths of 
water. Now where does that water come from that 
comes in contact with every grain of the butter? Is this 
not a matter worthy of your immediate attention? You 
know that at least thirteen per cent. of the weight of 
your butter is water that remains in that butter, and if 
it had a lot of rotten vegetable matter in it when in- 
corporated into the butter, that same bad stuff remains in 
it, accounting for its going off flavor at times 80 rap- 
idly as to astonish you. Boiling the water goes a long 
way toward removing this sediment, and kills many ob- 
jectionable germs.'-Water with mineral taints should 
never be used.—[Orchard and Farm.

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HE following communication has been received 
T from a Los Angeles correspondent: 

. “With great interest I am following your pointers 
in regard to health. In one case especially I feel grate- 
ful to you. I had censtant troubles with digestion for 
years, which wouldn't yield to medical treatment or diet. 
My appetite was good, but my stomach wouldn't keep 
pace with it. A couple of weeks ago I adopted your no- 
breakfast pan,“ with a water cure connected. Formerly 
I didn’t have desire for water, as it made me bloat up, 
but since I follow the new diet I drink a great deal of 
water between meals; nothing with meals. For break- 
fast I take a bow! of very weak tea, at noon sandwiches. 
For dinner at 6:30 o'clock I have a regular wolf's hunger, 
and enjoy a big meal, which is clean used up in the 
morntng without interfering in the least with my sleep. 

“Another little complaint I have is somewhat annoying, 
and might turn out seriously in time. It is @ very sen- 
sitive throat and lungs. Get cold easily and feel an irri- 
tation in the windpipe and upper part of the lungs, 
which causes a short, dry cough. At such times the 
sides and front of the throat are sensitive to the touch. 
I should like to harden myself, but cannot find the right 
method. Please advise me and oblige.” 

It is important to harden the body, as in this way 
many ailments may be avoided, and longer life assured. 
The process should begin early—in fact, from birth. It 
is a great crime to “coddle” children. Undoubtedly many 
cases of consumption are due to this habit. It is a case 
of mistaken kindness that kills. 

The hardening process should begin with the hardening 
of the inner man—but you need not include the heart or 
the liver. Drop breakfast and fast once a week for 
twenty-four hours, from one evening meal to the next. 
Eat plain food, and if you eat meat do not use it 
more than once a day. Avoid pork, fried foods, pastry 
sweets, sauces and condiments. Hot drinks, such as tea 
and coffee, are in some respects more debilitating than 
alcohol. If you take anything in that line it should ‘be 
a little weak black tea: In the shape of alcoholic bever- 
ages a few glasses of claret or white wine are permissible, 
and in factare better than tea or coffee. ö 

Gradually decrease the amount of clothing you wear. 
Many people wear altogether too much underclothing, 
and yet these people are always the ones who suffer 
most from a draught ora chill. Wear linen mesh under- 
clothing. Expose the body to the air as much as possi- 
ble. Spend half an hour in the morning after rising in 
a state of nudity, and if possibie let the sun shine on 
your body. Go barefoot a little every day around the 
house. The Kneipp idea of paddling barefoot in wet 
grass is a good one. If you can't get the grass, use a 
tub of cold water. Scrub the body every morning with 
salt, and then take a cold sponge, or better still, a cold 
tub bath. Take a plunge in the ocean, or in a lake or 
Stream, whenever you have a chance, but do not stay in 
Live as much.2-:

Olive Oil. 


NORDHOFF correspondent writes: — 

“I have read with interest from time to time para- 
graphs from your cglumns. In the magazine of July 
12 I note what your co-respondent, H. N. B.,“ from Ocean 
Park, says in regard to pure olive oil. It is difficult 
for the manufacturers of olfve oil in this State to com- 
pete with European products, on account of the cost of 
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bdrilifantine waists, 
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labor. The crop of olives, too, is very irregular, the 
trees bearing well one season and not at all the next. 
Then, too, little of the foreign oil is pure olive cil. 

“It is true that Eastern people do at first often object 
to the olive flavor of the pure oil, owing to the fact that 
they are not accustomed to it. The eating of pickled 
olives is often an acquired taste. The principal reason, 
however, why the hotels, boarding-houses and railroad 
stations and dining cars use the imported oil is its 
cheapness. A great part of this oti is principally cotton- 
seed, with a little olive oil to give it flavor. Much of it 
is pure cottonseed oil. , 

“You will agree with me, I believe, that pure olive 
oll is far superior to a mixture of the olive oil and 
cottonseed oil, or the latter alone, for all purposes. This 
is particularly true where the oi! is used for medicinal 
purposes. The only way to get pure olive oil is to ascer- 
tain the names of the manufacturers who are known to 
make and market a pure oil. [Here the correspondent 
recommends two well-known brands of oil, made in 
Santa Parbara and Ventura counties.—Ed.] There are 
others in the south which have just as good a reputation, 
and some in the north. 

“Pure olive oil can be bought in cans, one-half and 
one gallon, and sells much cheaper than in the glass 
packages. It should be poured into a bottle as needed. 
Many of our ‘reliable’ merchants buy pure oil and mix 
it with cottonseed oil, and sell it under their own 
brands cheaper than the pure oil can be sold. 

“In regard to olive oils becoming rancid, I would say 
that it is almost always the result of its being kept 
in too warm a place by the merchants, or after it is 
bought. If kept in a cool place, and kept closely 
corked, the off will be improved by keeping. After 
opening, the bottle should be kept upright in a cool 
place, and in very hot weather be kept in an ice box (not 
on ice,) or better, kept wrapped in a wet cloth. 

“Persons once accustomed to the flavor of our best 
pure oi] will never have any difficulty in knowing it 
again. Pure and good oils may differ in body.“ The 
light oils are preferred by many.“

of suggestion when they adopt a cheerful manner in the 
presence of their patients, and often prescribe them 
harmless “placebos” in the shape of bread pills, or col- 
ored water. 


On the subject of “suggestions adverse to health,“ Dr. 
Hudson properly emphasizes the harm done by the con- 
tinual reading of patent medicine advertisements, con- 
taining symptoms of all kinds of diseases, which a 
person may easily suggest to himself that he has. He 
is also right in condemning the loose and irresponsible 
newspaper literature of which we see so much nowadays 
relating to diet. He says: 

“The exasperating feature of it is that not one news- 
paper article in a hundred on that topic is written 
by any one who knows anything about—the subject. 
They are generally written by boys or young ladies who 
are learning the trade of newspaper writers. Every body 
familiar with that class of people is aware that the 
highest ambition of the newspaper cub is to write some- 
thing that will be extensively copied by other papers; 
and he soon learns that anything pertaining to health in 
general or diet in particular, is sure of an extensive and 
eager hearing. Whereupon he proceeds to guess out a 
long list of articles of diet that are ‘unhealthy’ because 
indigestible, or innutritious, or poisonous. In order to 
be entirely original and startling, he generally selects one 
or more of the most popular articles of diet in his com- 
munity and tells his readers that they are—perhaps 
slowly, but ‘certainly surely’—sapping the foundations of 
their respectfve constitutions by indulgence in this or 
that particular article of diet.“ 

Dr. Hudson is also right when he says the weakness 
of the stomach is often due solely to atrophy of that 
organ; and the atrophy is due, not to eating indigestible 
food, nor to habitual] overtaxation of the digestive powers, 
but to the fact that it was not given enough to do to keep 
its powers at their maximum. It atrophies, precisely as 
any other organ of the body will atrophy, for the lack 
of a normal amount of exercise; and the only way to 
give it healthy exercise is to give it a norma! amount of 
nutritious food to. digest, always taking care to avoid 
those mental conditions which interfere with the normal 
action of the digestive organs. 

When, however, Dr. Hudson undertakes a serious de- 
fense of the American pie, without any restrictions as to 
the quantity that may be eaten, he certainly shows a 
lack of dietetic hygiene, to which subject he has evi- 
dently not devoted much attention, in common with 
others who make a specialty of the mind-cure theory. 
His remarks in regard to the folly of brooding over the 
stomach and its processes are correct. 

Dr. Hudson shows that such diseases as cholera and 
appendicitis are frequently produced by suggestion— 
by fear and anxiety. Particwlarly in the latter case he 
points to the fact that it is rarely found among unedu- 
cated people, but almost entirely among those who have 
learned that there is such a thing as an appendix. Re- 
jecting as unworthy the theory that the doctor’s diagno- 
sis is governed by the ability of the patient to pay for an 
operation, he comes to the conclusion that the disease is 


often induced by “expectant attention,” and gives u 
striking illustration in confirmation of this theory. : 


Briefly summed up, Dr. Hudson's theory of mental 
healing is as follows: “Any disease that can be induced 
by suggestion can be avoided by ignoring the ad- 
verse suggestion.” 

The book is published by A. C. McClurg & Co. of Chi- 
cago. No price is given, but it is probably the same as 
that of Dr. Hudson's other books, namely, $1.50. 

In this connection it may be noted that there has 
been opened in Los Angeles an “Institute of Suggestive 


Therapeutics,” in line with the preaching of Dr. Hudson.“

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CHRISTIAN LOS ANGELES. 
HE old, almost churchless Los Angeles is a thing of 
te past. It has vanished with the passing years. The 
hand of change has been no more busy with the 
business, the social, the architectural, the commercial and 


the educational life of our city than it has with ‘ts re- 


ligioua life. Twenty-five years ago and the Old Mission 
Church on the Plaza was the representative church of 
this sleepy pueblo. The  sun-filled atmosphere was 
pierced by not one church’ spire reared by Protestant 
worshipers that today points upward to the skies. A 
The religious life 
of our Atlantic Coasi, nursed by our Puritan ancestors, 
has been transplanted here, and in this garden of the 
West it has taken root, and is bearing wonderful fruit. 
The religious atmosphere of the New Engiand Sabbath is 
about us here when the Sabbath comes, and our streets 
are thronged with church-going multitudes. Few pleas- 
ire-seekers are abroad, and our hundred churches are 
filled with reverent worshipers. All sects and creeds 
are represented. Catholicism still lives, but it is not, as 
heretofore, the predominating faith. But it has many 
and noble institutions. It has its hospitals, its convents, 
its colleges, its fine cathedral and its many churches. 
The black-robed sisters still walk along our streets, some 
with fair, sweet Madonna-like faces, and the church 
fathers meet us at all points along our way. 

But even among Catholic worshipers many of the old, 
simple religious observances are gone. Where today do we 
hear of the observance of the beautiful custom which 
Helen Hunt Jackson describes when writing of the old 
Los Angeles”? As late as 1830 it was the custom through- 
out the town, in all the families of the early settlers, for 
the oldest member of the family—oftenest it was a grand 
father or grandmother—to rise every morning at the 
rising of the morning star, and at once to strike up a 
hymn.

Thus we see that even in those early days there was an 
atmosphere of faith about Los Angeles, although it was a 
faith different from the prevailing feith of today.

“What is it to be a Christian?” is often asked, and 
perhaps no better definition than this which we recently 
saw offered can be given: “It is to be loyal to Christ.” 
And we think that here in Los Angeles our churches are 
coming to recognize the truth of that definition and are 
drawing closer together in Christian fellowship. They 
are accepting the fact that creed does not mean half as 
much as true loyalty to Christ, and thet loyalty to the 


loving fellowship and service. 
It was a hopeful sign for the religious future of Los 
Angeles to see, as we saw last Sabbath, at the dedication 


pastors of so many different denominations seated upon 
the platform and coming forward one by one to offer 
words of congratulation and encouragement, and prayers 
for the blessing of God upon the church and congrega- 
tion who had erected that new house for His worship. 
For the time being there were no Baptists there, no 
Presbyterians, no Methodisis, no Lutherans, and no Con- 
gregationalists, nor Episcopalians, but only brothers in 
Christ loving each other and working together because 
of their loyalty to Him. 1 | 

And as this spirit growe—and it is growing—the cause 
of Christ will be strengthened here in Los Angeies, which 
is fast becoming one of the best church-going cities in 
the land. We shal! have not only the best climate in the 
world to offer the home-seeker, but we shal] have one of 
the most law-abiding and well-ordered communities any- 
where under the old flag, for Christianity is not only 
promotive of peace and good order, but it means every- 
thing im the line of advancement and desirable growth. 

And with the perfect unity and harmonious efforts of 
our different churches we may have everywhere set up 
among us what Rev. Henry Van Dyke has denominated 
“Guideposts to Peace: 

“To be giad of life because it gives you the chance to 
live and to work and to play and to look up at the stars; 
to be satisfied with your possessions, but not contented 
with yourself undi! you have made the best of them—to 
think seldom of your enemies, often of your friends and 
every day of Christ—these are the little guideposts on 
the footpath to peace.” : 

And with these guideposts everywhere, life can but 


calm air and inhaling the fragrance of a blossoming 
world. Let our churches multiply as long as they flour- 
ish in unity and each recognizes that above all creed is 
loyalty to Christ, and that in this is found the universal 
Christian brotherhood of the race.

HOW THEY DO BUSINESS. 
While the broker’s relation to his cus- 
tomer is the same as that of an agent 
to his principal, and that of a lawyer 
to his client, yet there is an portant 
difference which makes the stock bro- 
ker's business peculiar unto itself. Let 
me try to make the mechanism clear. 
I will suppose that I am about to buy 
00 shares of stock as a speculation. So 
instruct my broker to make the pur- 
chase. He demands in every case a 
margin of at least 10 per cent. of the 
market price of the stock. If the 100 | 
shares sell for $10,000 I must put up as 
margin at least $1000. The broker then 
buys the stock in the exchange accord- 
ing to my directions. Now I am le- 
ily the owner of that stock. Actually 
never see it. The broker who has ad- 
vanced the additional $9000 needed to 
make the purchase holds it in his pos- 
session as security for this advance. 
What he will probably do is to take 
the stock that he has bought for me to 
a bank and obtain a loan upon it. This 
is a species of rehypothecation, which 
is technically illegal, but no objection 
has ever been raiged to it. It would 
in fact. be impossible to carry on the 
st -exchange transactions except on 
this basis. If, after I have bought the 
stock, the price advances, I will nat- 
urally want to sell in order to realize 
my profit. I then order the broker to 
sell, which he does, credits me 
with the sum of the profit I have made, 
and interest. It has 
that the stock is in the 
session of some bank as security fora 
loan, but the broker can get the stock 
from the bank by substituting for it 
some other collateral equally as good. 
Suppose I had bought 100 shares of the 
Louisville and Nashville at 110 per 
share and sold at 114; the profit would 
be $4 per share, or or the 100 
shares, less $25 commission for buying 
and then selling, and the interest upon 
$9000 for as many days as I held the 
stock.

It is, of course, for the advantage of 
the broker that his customers should 


does that he is pretty sure to continue 
a customer. Once clear a profit in the 
Stock market and the fascination vf 
speculation becomes almost irresistible. 
If one loses money the desire to spec- 
ulate may be as keen as ever, but one's 
ability to do so will be less. High-class 
brokers, therefore, will endeavor ta 
guide their customers somewhat in 
their transactions by trying to guard 
them against pitfalls and warn them 
against storms. But the general rule 
is not to aceepe discretionary orders 
that is to say, orders from customers 
who place their money in the hands of 
their brokers and ask them to specu- 
late with it at their discretion. Brokers 
compel their customers to make their 
own choice of stocks to buy and to sell, 
usually guiding them only in a gen- 
eral way. Some brokers, indeed, are 
ultra conservative about ad- 
vice, and I have known brokers, with 
highly-developed camsciences, who have 
turned away business. “No, we will 
not accept your order.“ they said. 
“You ought not to enter the market at 
this time, and besides we think that 
you have not the qualifications for 
successful speculation, and therefore 
ought not to turn aside from your res- 
ular business to enter the stock mar- 
ket.’ It is neediess to say that such 
instances aré very rare. 
“BOGUS BROKERS.” T“ 
Brokers are but human, but their 
average of business morality is equal 
to that of most business men, and they 
are controlled by lawi and traditions 
which prevent them from dealing un- 
fairly with each other and with their 
clients.

A Noted Scientist and His Theor- 
jes.

LONDON, July 4.—Dr. Alfred Russel 
Wallace had already 
eightieth birthday last Januars when 
he put forth a new idea that surprised 
the scientific world almost as greatly 
as the tremendous theory of natural 
selection—the Darwinism theory— 
which Dr. Wallace and Charles Dar- 
win discovered independently .of each 
other almost half a century ago. 

The famous old scientist's new the 
ory is that the earth is exactly at the 
center of the universe, and that the 
whole scheme of creation was evi- 
Gently planned for the purpose of pro- 
Gucing man. Some of the old theolo- 
— have always maintained this, 

t Dr. Wallace arrived at the idea 
quite independently of theology. When 
his first announcement of his discov- 
ery was made a few months ago, sci- 
entists in all quarters of the giobe 
arose forthwith and smote him, hip 
and thigh. They said it was madness 
to suppose man had descended from 
monkeys—which was the popular way 
of describing the doctrine put forth by 
Dr. Wallace and Darwin, and now al- 
most universally accepted. 

But Dr. Wallace sticks to his guns 
and in a letter just ved from him 
he writes that he has not only been 
able to meet every argument that has 
been brought against him, but that he 
has found many new proofs of the 
truth of his discovery which he will be 
ready to lay before the world in a

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INETY BOYS 
TAKE POISON. 
Meat Ptomaines Nearly Clean 
Out Whittier School. 


Several of the Lads in Serious 
Condition from Bad Food. 


— — 


cAuthorities at a Loss to Accoun / 
for it— Chemical Analysis 

is Made. 


With ninety of their boys sick and 
over a dozen writhing in the agonies 
‘of acute ptomaine poisoning, the 
‘trustees and officers of the State Re- 
form School at Whittier have been sit- 
ting up o nights trying to persuade 
themselves that the illness of the 
lads was due to something that lay 
beyond their control. 

The rugged constitutions of the 
husky inmates alone saved at least 
geven of them from a horrible death, 
aid not until last night were the sev- 
erel physicians in charge ready to 
State that their youthful patients 
rere apparently out of real danger, for 
=the time being at least. Friday night 
Dr. Coffin, the resident physician of 
the institution, sat up all night, and 
ae united efforts of himself and four 
other strong men were required to 
eld down one sufferer, whose con- 
@Wulsive agonies gave him the strength 
of a Hercules. 

Wednesday morning was the first 
in@ieation that there was to be any 
trouble. Four or five of the boys then 
complained of headaches, stomach 
pains, and general nausea. Thursday 
evening a few more were affected, 
and several of them were taken with 

ent vomiting spells. The morning 
of Friday saw about thirty sick, ana 
the same predominant symptoms were 
noticed in ail—fever ranging up to 104. 
paroxysmal pain in the stomach, con- 
vulsions, and all the symptoms. of 
poisoning. The suspicions of the su- 
perintendent, Sherman: Smith, were 
aroused; he could not understand how 
any poison could have been placed in 
the food, but was unable to account 
for the general attack in any other 
way, and after efforts had been made 
to keep the trouble at the institution 
as quiet as possible, specimens of the 
vomit were sent to Dr. Ernest S. Pills- 
bury of this city for analysis. Dr. 
Pillsbury reported last night that he 
had found the toxin of meat ptomaines 
in all af the specimens submitted to 
him, antl expressed the belief that in- 
fected meat was responsible. 

Meanwhile the cases continued to 
become worse, and the number of pa- 
tients increased until yesterday there 
were no less than ninety main the 
Institution. Dr. Walter Lindley of 
Los Angeles was sent for: he is the 
head of the board of trustees and a 
thoroughly competent physician, as 
well as a specialist in cases of the 
sort with which the institution had to 
deal. After tlookire over the sick 
wards, and observing a ly the 
Symnptoms of the suffering lads, Dr. 
Lindley decided that meat ptomaines 
were to blam¢. This point being de- 
cided, the next question was to ascer- 
tain how and why the lads were fed 
affected meat. This has proved an 
insurmountable stumbling block to 
the trustees. 

BUPERINTENDENT SAYS. 

Supt. Sherman Smith said last night: 
“We buy all of our meat from Simon 
Maier of Los Angeles, and ft has been 
of the best obtainable. We have every 
facility for keeping meat here, abun- 
‘dant ice atl cold-stordge boxes, and 
heretofore there has been absolutely 
no trouble of this sort, or indeed any 
other so far as our food has been 
concerned. I myself and the other of- 
ficers partook of the same meat as that 

to the boys. The precautions 
taken in the school for preventing 
such decurrertes as those of this 
week are, I believe, as thorough as 
those of any institution in the coun- 
try. Our chef is a thoroughly com- 
petent man and ts well known to all 
the large restaurants in Los Angeles. 
in fact, has worked in some of them. 
Before meat comes to him, it passes 
thro the hands of an inspector 


and the commissary. It is 
then =. up and served out by the 
‘chef. The girls’ department has had 


‘some of this same instaliment of meaf, 
‘and as yet there has been nothing 
‘out of the usual in that branch. In 

t., the trouble with the boys has 

Nmited in a very peculiar man- 
ner. The Co. B boys, forty-six in 
‘mumber, partook of the same meat, 
land not one of them was affected. 
They are smaller lads than the ones 
Who were sickest; in fact, the largest 
and most robust boys we have were 
the sickest. 
ra “Three of the officers of the school 

mave had a touch of the prevalent 
malady., but none are at all serious. 
- Everything possible has been done fer 
| the boys, and tenight they are all re- 
ported as doing well. There are three 
who were very dangerously ill Fri- 
day. and about whom we hada great 
deal of worry, so much, in fact, that 
Dr. Coffin sat up all night with tis 
assistants looking after them. To- 
fay they have been much easier. 
and we do not think thére will Be any 
further ‘rouble. All called loudly for 
something to eat tonight: we hi- 
been feeding the sickest ones nothing 
until a few hours ago, as the doctors 
instructed us to allow their stomachs 
to get. absolutely empty. They par- 
took of a little gruel tonight, and all 
enjoyed it immensely, wanting more. 
The officers are very much relieved 
at the change for the better. We were 
all very badly scared Friday ht and 
‘this morning.“ concluded Mr. Smith. 
— PTOMAINE, SAYS DR. LINDLEY. 

Dr. Lindley stated: 

“After making a carefu! examina- 
tion of the cases, I am convin-zed that 
the sitk lads were all suffering from 
meat ptomaine poisoning. ‘The report 
’ of the chemist confirms this. It is a 
mystery to us how the boys’ eat 
became tainted, for 1 think every- 
tung that could be to prevent 
such occurretic is done at ‘this in- 


stitution. Huwever, the ame thing 


has happened in private families in 
my experience. It is not always an 


easy thing to detect, in fact, is Sen- 
erally the reverse.” 

“There is now no reason to believe 
there will be further trouble, unless 
some of the boys who have been sieh 
est should receive a setback in thei? 
convalescence. They will, of course, | 
be much more sensitive to anything 
of this sort hereafter this summer. At | 
first I was inclined to believe the in- 
ness might be due to a too free in- 
dulgence in green fruit, but the prev- | 
alence of the illness convinced me that | 
it was not so. I have noticed that as | 
scon as free vomiting has been started | 
the lads have begun to get much bet- | 
ter. A persistent diarrhea has been a a 
fc-ature of the case. Both are symp- 
tems of ptomaine poisoning. The boys | 
nearly all complained of- burning pains | 
in the stomach, headaches, and two or 
three had severe convulsions. There 
have been four physicians in attend- | 
ance, ani the sick ones have received | 
the best of care. I do not think there 
is any further cause for worry just | 
at present, but we mean to take every 
possible precaution.” 

THEY LOOKED IT. 

Several of the sickest boys were 
seen in the dormitory, and two who 
had suffered the night before stated 
they felt “fine” by comparison. The 


a long siege Of illness: one was a white | 
boy, another a stockily built colored 
lad, put together on the lines of a 
prizefighter. The ptomaine punch was 
a solar plexus for him, however. 

Last night a meeting was held at 
which the doctors, Hon. Sherman 
Smith, the superintendent, and Dr. 
Walter Lindley, head of the Roard of 
Trustees, were present.

“Saturday evening there were ninety- 
one in the sick wards, but only three 
are at all serious.

Today they sent in specimens of the 
vomit, and late this evening received 
the chemist's report, that the poison 
was ptomames from meat. The woys 
vere almost all of them feeling in fine 
spirits this evening, and were calling 
for something to eat. 

“One strange feature of the troub‘e 
is that Co. B. consisting_of forty-six 
small boys who ate —s of the 
Same food, were none them at- 
‘tacked. Dr. Walter Lindtey, president 
of the Board of Trustees, came out 
wa evening and will remain all 
night.“ 

There seems no reason to believe that 
any foreign substance was introduced 
into the food of the boys. In the first 
place, the system at the State school 
is claimed to be such that the thing 
would be impossible; second, it any 
of the boys were guilty of such a thing 
they would hardly try to poison their 
fellows. At first the officers thought 
all manner of things, but the chemists 
investigations settled the case to a pro- 
saic ptomaines proposition, and now 
the chief ‘abor of the institution is to 
get the sick lads on their feet again, 
and to guard more strenuously against 
any such thing happening in. 

It is only by great — uck that 
the inmates of the State school did 
no; die off like sheep.

Close Nun in South Coast 


Yacht Regatta. 


— — 


|, Owing to Protests Race May Be 
Declared Off. 


What will undoubtedly be rated as 
the greatest yacht race ever sailed in 
Southern California waters, was the 
contest yesterday afternoon off Brigh- 
ton Beach and Terminal Island for 
The Timeg handsome silver trophy 
cup. The pretty little maiden Venus, 


owned by Commodore Herbert Pease of 


the South Coast Yecht Club, and the 
fast sloop Marie, belonging to Capt. 
G. H. Wedgwood, fought like 

for the honors of the day, first one 
leading and then the other for a dis- 
tance of eight miles, the finish being 
a glorious victory for the former craft, 
The Venus and Marie were the only 
two boats entered in the regatta that 
finished in the time limit of three 
hours. 

Unfortunate as it may seem, ,the 
race of yesterday may be declared off, 
owing to a number of protests filed 
against the use of a whisker pole by 
the Venus and the failure of the 
Marie to fly a racing flag, during the 
regatta. In this event there will be 
no claimants to The Times Cup, until 
another race is determined. 

Such an ideal day for yachting was 
yesterday! A good steady breeze, rac. 
ing along at the rate of about eight 
knots, struck up early in the fore- 
moon and continued until the boats 
were within a mile of the finishing 
line, permitting the two yachts in the 
lead to round the stake-boat just in 
time not to be ruled out of the race. 

Venus beat the Marie a little 
more than three minutes, actual time 
and moreAhan five minutes, corrected 
time. She covered the course in two 
hours and fifty-five minutes. The 
Marie sailed it in two Ts and 
fifty-eight minutes.

white-winged racers was trianguler, 
and ten miles in length. The start 
was made at 2 o'clock p.m., off Brigh 
ton Beach pier. and the race con- 
tinued to a stake-boat off Long Beach 
pier; thence a stake- boat off the 
San Pedro breakwater, and return to 
Brighton Beach. The large yacht Ra- 
mona, belonging to Capt. H. Douglas 
White, who is the special war cor- 
respondent of Harper's Weekly. served 
in the capacity of stake-boat off Prigh- 
ton Beach, and fired the two signals 
at the start, one as a preparatory no- 
tice at 1:55 and the other for the com- 
mencement of the race at 2 p.m. On 
board the Ramona was a party of Mr. 
White's friends. 
PRETTY START. 

It would indeed be hard to imagine 
a prettier start than was made in yes- 
terday’s regatta. It appeared as if the 
yachtsmen were more enthused over 
this contest than any yet held, as they 
certainly trained their fast little single- 
stickeers well while keying for place. 
Every puff of wind that chanced to 
strike up was used to the best ad- 
vantage, while the least weight on 
either side of the boat that promised 
to interfere with the “get-off’ was not 
lost sight of. Katrina was the 
yacht to cross the starting line when 
the last gun had been fired, and close 
upon her were the other participants 
in the race. Marie, and Venus 
crossed in a bunch, while Edna, Shark, 
Myth and Ariel were close seconds. 
The yachts kept well upon each other 
for five or ten minutes, when suddenly 
the Marie, Venus, Katrina and Helene 
caught a good puff of wind and stole 
away from the rest. Osborn headed 
close in shore, and is believed to have 
lost valuable pointing on this move. It 

a close race between Marie, Venus, 

na and Helene up to the time 
they rounded the stake boat off Long 
Beach pier. 

Leaving Long Beach, the boats had 
a five-mile beat dead to windward, this 
being the second leg of the regatta. 
They scattered considerably, same 
tac and some making right 
straight for the breakwater at San 
Pedro. Marie still held the lead, while 
Venus kept within a few seconds of 
her. Katrina did good work, and man- 
aged to point well with the two head 
boats. After sailing about a mile on 
the windward course, however, it was 
clear to the eye that the race was be- 
tween Marie and Venus, and these 
handsome little yachts fairly ploughed 
the water until they reached the finish- 
ing line. Marie carried a club topaall. 
The other boats all carried their bal- 
loon bs and spinnakers at different 
stages of the race. 

GREAT JOCKETING. 

An interesting sight, and one that 
will go down in history as the pret- 
tiest movement ever attempted on 
this Coast, was the jockeying of the 
Venus and Marie in their efforts to 
round the stake boat off the breakwa- 
ter at San two racers were 
within a stone's throw of each other, 
and it was plain that much excitement 
prevalled on board each vessel. Venus 
tried to round the stake boat first, but 
failed to do so, on account of a strong 
southwesterly wind, and was forced to 
tack for it.. Then Marie attempted the 
same thing, and met with a like ex- 
perience. Finally, after two tacks each 
the boats rounded the stake boat as 
follows: Venus, 4:17 p.m.; Marie, 4:17 
p.m. The other boats, with the excep- 
tion of the Osborn, which saw she 

ve up the course, 
rounded the stake t fully ten min- 
utes behind. 


On the homeward run Venus and 
Marie used the balloon jibs to good ad- 
vantage. First one would lead, and 
then the other, until it became a very 
serious question as to the boat that 
would cross the line of finish firet. En- 
fortunately the wind died down just 
as the boats were headed within a mile 
of the line, and for a while it looked 
as if they would not make it in the 


time limit. Suddenly, however, a light 
puff of wind came in from shore and 


| 


sent both of the pretty racers across 


in time. | 
THEY PROTEST. 

It is claimed by ex-Commodore Jo- 
seph T. Pugh, owner of the Katrina, 
and Capt. C. H. Wedgwood of the Ma- 
rie, that Skipper Pease of the Venus 
u a whisker pole in trying to fill 
his craft's sails with wind while headed 
for the finishing line. The rules of the 
South Coast Club do not permit this, 
and unless it can be shown that Mr. 
Pease committed no offense he will 
probably lose the cup race. Mr. Pugh 
has also entered a protest against the 
Marie, claiming that she carried no 
racing flag, which is against the club 
rules also. The Regatta Committee 
will probably decide upon these 2 
tions today, before the regular club re- 
gatta is started. 

CROWDS OUT. 

The crowds that witnessed the re- 
gatta yesterday were much larger thay 
usual. Many of them took advantage 
of the trip aboard the big steel steamer 
road's special regatta flyer a San 
Pedro, and arrived off Brighton Beach 
in time for the start of the race. m 
Terminal Island to Long Beach there 
were good-s crowds viewing the 
regatta along beaches.

Some of the land involved falls 
within the limits of the present forest 
reserve, but was settied on, in parts, 
before the creation of the reserve. 
Such settlers will be allowed to file 
within the reserve, but no per- 
sons, are eligible to homestead within 
these limits. 

The land is about seventy-five miles 
north of Los Angeles, | in a 
mountainous section of considerable al. 
titude, and is said to include some of 
the finest apple-growing country in 
the State. There is more or less wa- 
ter obtainable for irrigation from 
mountain streams, the pioneer settlers 
within the forest reserve limits de-

Mating on the matter over nicht e 
feaders'‘in this fnion evidently began 
to see things in a new light and to 
suspect that after all they were not so 
much greater than the government of 
the United States. Accordingly they 
gave it out yesterday that there was 
no intention of walking out in case 
Miller resumed work, although on Frl.

it is the veriest tommyrot to aver 
that the Republicans in Congress and 
elsewhere are opposed to Statehood for 
Arizona, because of prejudice against 
the inhabitants of the bailiwick. The 
attitude of the thinking Senators in 
the last Congress was that of the elder 
brother who withholds from the 
younger a desired something that the 
child is not yet capable of using. It is 
not prejudice. It is common sense. 

By the last census, the Territory was 
accorded about 122,000 population. Of 
this. 000 souls were on Indian reser- 
vations. About 30,000 more are Mexi- 
cans, by birth or by language and as- 
sociations. The Mormon settlements 
are understood to contain about 12,000 
souls. Though no fear is felt of immi- 
nent Mormon domination, the church 
already holds the balance of power in 
several of the counties. Inclusive of 
all aliens, the population of Arizona off 
the reservations is little more than 
100,000, allowing for a liberal percentage 
of growth since the taking of the cen- 
sus. This is about four-fifths the size 
of the city of Los Angeles—a popula- 
tion insufficient, according to the Con- 
gressional standard established for 
States, to meet the population require- 
ments for a single Congressional dis- 
trict. A few shouters of the Mark 
Smith stripe claim that these few peo- 
ple yearn to take upon themselves im- 
mediately the birden of supporting a 
State government. The taxes in Los 
Angeles are called high at less than 
$1.50. In some of the Arizona counties 
taxes already have reached 5 per cent. 
of the assessed valuation. Add to this 
the cost of government now assumed 
by the United States, and there de- 
velops a burden far too great for the 
valuation of less than $40,000,000 to 
stand, even though office may thereby 
be provided for the gentleman from 
Bourbon county, with incidental emolu- 
ment wherewith to purchase more of 
the product that has made that county 
famous. 

There is little doubt of the destiny cf 
Arizona. It is probable that the entire 
present population will soon be equaled 
by that gathered within the great irri- 
gated valley of the Salt River. Her 
copper mines are among the best on 
earth, and will be worked for many 
decades to come. Phoenix, Tucson, 
Prescott, Globe, Clifton, Bisbee, Tomb- 
stone, Douglas, all are prosperous 
towns and promising. Let Arizona be 
patient, and in the next few years 
may come ample ulation and wealth 
for the support of a State. Vilification 
of honest men who differ will not as- 
gist in this end. And Arizonans should 
be brought to understand, as well, that 
any man who sings the glory of rum in 
the same odorous breath in which he 
demands “political enfrancht t“ is 
not a safe or influential advocate for 
a modern and civilized people.

The present year marks the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of 
John Wesley, the founder of Method- 
ism, and a great deal of history con- 
cerning the man and the religious de- 
nomination which had its beginning 
with him is being published in every 
Christian country. Especially is this 
so of England and America, where the 
Methodist church has its greatest 
strength. 

It is said that the history of nations, 
of men or events cannot safely be 
written until at least one hundred 
years of time has elapsed—when the 
past may be reviewed without bias or 
prejudice. The number of years set 
down in this precautionary limit, ani 
more, have passed away since John 
Wesley died, he having departed this 
life in 1791. The time has come, there- 
fore, when both the man and his doc- 
trines may safely be judged, a proceed- 
ing which his followers, living in these 
times, invite and welcome. 

From all that can be learned it fully 
appears that Wesley was a very re- 
markable individual, great in char- 
acter, gentile, brave, true and pure. In 
physical appearance he was a most 
handsome man, and his style of preach- 
ing was not flowery, but rather per- 
suasive and convincing, and never 
failed to attract and hold listeners. 
His pulpits were the highways and by- 
ways of England, and, once, when in 
his native town and all other places 
were denied him, he went into the 
churchyard and preached from the flat 
stone that covered his father’s grave. 

The result of John Wesley's life-work 
today is the existence of an active re- 
ligious denomination which numbers, 
in America alone, upward of six mil- 
lion communicants, and it may right- 
fully claim a nominal membership of 
probably twice that number. The 
progressiveness of the Methodists is 
astonishing. The raising of $20,000,000 
in one year for foreign missions was u 
feat performed with comparative ease 
by them, notwithstanding the fact that 
their ranks are recruited mostly from 
people in the humbler walks of life. 
You can go into any out-of-the-way 
place in the country, and, if you find 
a church at all there, it is likely to be 
a Methodist church. The Methodists 
are religious pathfinders and pioneers, 
and their discipline is such that a min- 
ister of their church is an itinerant 
and is bound to go wherever he is sent, 
which he always does with a strong 
and willing heart. Besides all this, the 
Methodist is a person of a happy dis- 
position. When he “gets religion,“ his 
face doesn't grow long? but, instead, 
he becomes glad. hopetul and buoyant. 
He shouts and sings, and “speaks out 
in meeting.“ and becomes so saturated, 
as one might say, with the grace of 
salvation, that he rejoices in its suc- 
cess wherever found, and no matter 
how brought about, the same whether 
the glory falls upon his own church 
or some other. Wesley himself, when 
near his end, said: “I do not remem- 
ber to have felt lowness of spirit for 
a quarter of an hour since I was born. 

Incidentally it may be remarked that 
the people of this community will be 
able to see the Methodists here at close 
range, next year, in all their strength 
and enthusiasm, gathered, as they win 
ha. from the four corners of the earth,

ing them come among us. It is the

IGGEST OIL PIPE 
LINE IN THE WORLD. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW ORLEANS (La.) July 2.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] John D. Rock- 
efelier, the Standard oll magnate, is 
believed to be planning a gigantic pipe 
line that will practically give him con- 
trol of the entire oll product of the 
Louisiana and Texas oll fields. The 
Standard is largely interested in the 
Kansas oil fields and it is said that 
plans are being perfected fer a pipe 
line traversing that State, Missouri, 
Indian Territory, and penetrating the 
Louisiana and Texas fields, making 
the longest pipe line in the world, cov- 
ering a vast territory and merging the 
products, of all these fields at some 
convenient point for shipment and re- 
fining purposes. 

News of this gigantic enterprise was 
brought to New Orleans today through 
a letter received by William H. Mason 
of St. Louls, who is registered at the 
St. Charles Hotel, from J. D. Stream, 
cashier of the City National Bank of 
Kansas City. “If these plans are put 
into execution it means the develop- 
ing of the southern oil flelds to their 
fullest capacity,” said Mr. Mason to- 
night. “Pennsylvania has been the 
main source of supply for years, but 
this means the independence of the 
South and West. Even the contem- 
plation of so gigantic an undertaking 
shows that the Lonisiana and Texas 
oll fields are very promising.”

WATER FOR PARKS. 
SUPPLY FROM DOMESTIC SYSTEM. 

Members of the City Council are 
much concerned because of the lack 
of water to keep the parks of the city 
in good condition. At the present 
time the city’s breathing spots are de- 
pendent upon the ganja system for 
water for sprinkling the lawns, and 
the days of usefulness of this old 
pueblo system have about passed. 

Tt is proposed as a remedy for the 
almost intolerable conditions that 
have prevailed during the last month 
that the parks be connected with the 
domestic water system of the city. 
Objection has been made to this by the 
Water Commissioners, and especially 
by Superintendent Muholland, on the 
ground that all the water now avall- 
able for the domestic service is needed 
by the householders duri the warm 
spells of the summer mon A com- 

romise has been proposed that seems 
ikely to be adopted whereby a con- 
nection de made with the do- 
mestic system for use only on occa- 
sions when there is no water in the 
ran jas. 

At Eastiake Park there is a reser- 
voir, but its elevation does not af- 
ford pressure enought for eprinkling 
purposes. Water for sprinkling is 
taken out of the ditch above the reser- 
voir and forced into the pipes. If for 
any reason water does not flow in the 
ditch, there is none for sprinkling, as 
the reserve supply is not available. 
This unfortunate system “has recently 
resulted most disastrouly to the grass 
at Nastlake Park. Work on the ditch

SPIES OF PEACE: 
How the Nations Watch Each Other 


Who Go Around in Disguise. 


{London Express:] There are many 
things about each other which nations 
pweete like to know. In order to dis- 
cover what they must know, but are not 
allowed to, civilized States employ mili- 
tary spies. They may be military or 
naval attachés, duly accredited to an 
embassy, or secret agents, who are sent 
to reside or travel in those districts 
from which information is required by 
the intelligence department. The work 
of the first classe is not unimportant, 
but it is not risky. The officer may 
not overstep the bounds of common 
honesty, and rarely, if ever, attempts 
to achieve anything secretly. He is 
closely watched and knows it, If he 
becomes a strong center of attraction 
he may divert the attention of watch- 
ers from some secret agent who is pos- 
sensing himself of the particulars the 
attaché is ostensibly so anxious to ac- 
quire, but is successfully prevented 
from securing. The attaché is useful 
as a clearing agent. Spies become pos- 
sessed of facts which are of no real 
value to those who employ them, but 
are assumed to be worth much by the 
agents of other countries, and an ex- 
change of “pieces” is effected. Some- 
times apparently useless information is 
sought simply for its exchange value. 
For instance, some years ago two Brit- 
ish officers created considerable annoy- 
ance in Russia by their persistence in 
hanging about the district in which the 
autumn maneuvers were to take place. 
They were invited to join the staff— 
the British attaché was there—but this 
honor they lined. 

Then representations were made at 
the British embassy, where the officers 
were unknown, and subsequently they 
disappeared for a time, only to be dis- 
covered at the end of the maneuvers 
in one of the five great fortresses whicls 
protect the west frontier of Russia, and 
the one that had been the center of the 
military operations. Had these men 
been Prussian officers their position 
would have been da rous and an un- 
pleasant internat incident might 
have occurred. The Russo-German 
is ing. to Great Britain, 
neither ts the Franco-German. We ex- 
change the first piece“ with Germany 
for the second, and the second with 
France for a little bit of news about 
Russia in Asia which India believes to 
be important. And thus we get home. 

Dach country has its own peculiar 
sphere of interest to which it devotes 
its greatest attention. Great Britain 
has so many that, properly speaking, 
it has none. But India is always 
alarmed as to Russia, and agents— 
British and native-of the India de- 
partment are ever busy seeking par- 
ticulars likely to be of service when we 
have to defend an empire which already 
in the military sense extends from Aden 
to Hongkong. Most of the Indian 
agents in Russia are officers of the In- 
cian army, but needless to state, they 
do not travel as such. Some affect to 
be of an innocent but inquiring 
turn of mind; some go as commercia! 
travelers; some lean to religious propa- 
ganda, while others collect curiosities. 

These gaonts have been so energetic 
and proli in their disguise that in 
the south of Russia the bona fide com- 
mercial traveler excites suspicion. The

A Vanished Race. 


Among the reliefs photographed by 
Herr Toeber Maler during his trips up 
the Usumatsintha Fiver, in Southern 
Mexico and Northern Guatemala, are 
carvings of gods or priests holding in 
the right hand a short staff which 
ends below in a snake's head and seems 
to support a small idol with a peculiar 
‘Snout, or it may be merely a monkey. 
If monkey. certainly it is convent.onal- 
ized enough. The attitude is generally 
one of offering something to a deity, 
but not always. The manikins usually 
have miniature head dresses with bushy 
plumes like the gods and priests and 
warriors; perhaps they wear masks 
having long noses or snouts. 

A lintel found at Yeschilan appears 
to represent an interview between the 
cod Quetzalcoat! and his priest. In the 
right hand of the god there is the curv- 
ed stick or support ending in a snake's 
head, and this stick seems to connect 
with a belt round the waist of the small 
figure. The latter has ankles, wrist- 
lets, tight-fitting, tterned clothes, or 
perhaps merely decorations like tat- 
tooing on the limbs. The oddest thing 
of all is the fact that the priest has u 
manikin almost identical which he 
holds up to the god’s manikin, so that 


they seem to be shaking hands or box- 


ing with each other with raised hands. 
The effect is that of two pigmies or 
monkeys wearing masks held by broad 
«irdies, and these supported by curv- 
ing staves. 4 

In this sculpture Quetsalcoatl has a 
helmet and plumes nearly as high as 
himself, composed of the convention- 
alized head of a serpent, and the gor- 
geous feathers of the quetzal. He has 
what seems a transverse nose orna- 
ment. necklaces, a shoulder decoration 
or cape with medallions having faces, 
a broad bre wst ornament, a still broad- 
er girdle with three large mask decora- 
tions, a skirt of sea shells, and a 
flamboyant girdle pendant falling al- 
most to the ground between his feet 
About opposite his thighs, which are 
partly bare, this pen t takes the 
shape of a florid cross. All the spaces 
not occuptled by the two large and two 
small figures are filled with hieroglyphs 
no one has yet deciphered. Purely as 
decorations these givphs surpass any- 
thine known in other parts of the 
world. Those carved by the Egyptians, 
for example, are certainiy handsome, 
and are technically more polished work. 
hut tn artistic effectiveness they must 
vield the palm to theee mysterious rec- 
ords of by-gone civilizations, owing to 
‘he synmretrical rounded forms of the 
letter and the sold ranks which are 
in varied squares.

FINISHED TARGET WORK. 
— 

Warship but Recently Constructed and 
Has Great Modern Electrical and Other 


Equipment—Citizens’ Banquet in In- 
terest of Solid Pier Project. 


LONG BEACH, July 25.—U.8.-8. 
Wyoming, now at anchor off Long 
Beach, has completed her target prac- 
tice, but will remain here until next 


to visitors daily from 10 a.m. to 5 pin. 
At 7 a.m, Wednesday she will sall for 
Santa Barbara. She will lle off Hue- 
neme while the crew in two relays vis- 
its the Oxnard sugar factory, to which 
institution an invitation has been ex- 
The Wy- 
oming will be at Santa Barbara from 
next Friday till the following Monday. 
She is due at Mare Island August 5. 

The Wyoming had a trial of her guns 
just before leaving San Francisco, 
Naval Constructor Tawresey was 
aboard and, after landing him, the 
ship proceeded to Long Beach for tar- 
get practice, which she had Friday. 

It was only last December that the 
Wyoming was delivered to the govern- 
ment. She was to have been com- 
pleted in March, 1901, but construction 
was delayed by the strike at the Un- 
ion Iron Works in San Francisco. The 
contract price was $975,000. There are 
numerous details in connection with 
her completion that haye not yet been 
adjusted between the vernment and 
the contractors, so the ehip is not yet 
It is expected that the ad- 
justment will be completed by the time 
‘she returns to San Francisco. As soon 
as certain repairs desired are com- 
pleted she will join the squadron. 

e Wyoming is a twin-screw, sin- 
gle-turreted monitor, and is one of the 
four harbor-defense vessels whose con- 
struction was provided for under the 
act of Congress approved May 4, 1898. 
Her length is 255 feet, her breadth of 
beam 50 feet and her normal mean 
draught is 12%. feet. The ship's arma- 
ment includes two 12-inch  breech- 
loading rifies mounted in a balanced 
turret, four 4-inch rapid-fire guns, 
three 6-pounder semi-automatic rapid- 
fire guns, two 1-pounder Hotchkiss 
guns, and two Colt’s automatic 30- 
edliber guns. The ship is equipped 
with many of the latest electric de- 
vices. She has a displacement of 3214 
tons; her speed is 11% knots and her 
engines are of 3218 horse power.

SOLID PIER TALK. 

Citizens interested in the project of 
a permanent pier to take the place of 
the present pleagure wharf gave a ban- 
quet at the Riviera tonight in honor 
of Foward ©. Holmes, chief engineer 
of the San Francisco Dry Dock Com- 
pany. Mr. Holmes explained a style 
of wharf of which he is the patentee. 
In that form of construction three piles 
are driven close together and sur- 
rounded with a mass of concrete, mak- 
ing a column four or four and one-half 
feet thick. Within a few inches of the 
outside of the concrete is imbedded a 
evylinder of expanded metal, like a 
mesh. Outside the concrete is a sur- 
face of wood staves, calculated to last 
until the concrete has thoroughly hard- 
ened. Fender piles are placed one or 
two feet away from the concrete col- 
umns, and between the two are stiff 
springs to protect the columns from the 
bumping of vessels. Mr. Holmes said 
he would stake his reputation on the 
success of a pier built according to that 
system at Long Beach. The construc- 
tion of a pier, he said, could probably 
be accomplished in five or six months.

The 
haste of the holders of the collateral to 
sacrifice it greatly chagrined Keene 
and Taylor. It was only one of many 
bad features which tended to aggra- 
vate the situation for them. On all 
sides the disposition seemed to be to 
make the losses of the Taylor firm as 
heavy as possible.

CITY OF MEXICO, July 28. [Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Tuesday. on re- 
ceiving official notice of the death of 
the Pope, Archbishop Alarcon craved 
permission of the Federal government 
to toll the cathedral bells.

The negro was seized 
and rushed to the spot where he had 
shot down Getterman. It was the 
work of an Instant to throw a rope 
around his neck and swing him to a 
telephone pole. After his life had been 
slowly strangled out he was left hang- 
ing while the mob proceeded to the 
County Jail. After going a short dis- 
tance, however, the mob changed its 
mind, faced about, and, returning te 
the scene of the lynching, cut May- 
field's body down. They rushed it te 
the principal square, bullt a bonfire, 
and hacking the body to pleces with 
knives, pitched it in the midst of the 
flames. For a while they watched it 
burn, and then coming to a realization 
of their first mission to lynch Willson, 
they once more resumed their march 
to the County Jail. 

ATTACK ON THE JAIL 


The Sheriff and his deputies had exe 
pected an attack, and made a strong 
stand. The Sheriff refused the de- 
mands for Wilron, and threatened te 
shoot if the mob committed an overt 
act. The mob now worked up to an 
intense state of excitement, became 
frenzied in its determination to reach 
Wilson, and in its fury threatened te 
lynch the Sheriff and his deputies and 
a hegro turnkey. Finally they charged 
the jail, and the Sheriff and his depu- 
ties fired, wounding three members of 
the mob, one fatally. The mob, being 
repulsed, sent to a neighboring mining 
camp for dynamite. and threatened to 
again attack the jail. 

Wilson, it is charged, went to the 
Burgess farmhous*? while Mrs, Burgess 
was alone, and begged food. Wulle 
she was getting him something to eat 
he seized her. He fied, leaving her 
half dead. She managed to crawl to 
a neighboring farmhouse, and gave the 
alarm. A posse of officers started in 
pursuit of the negro, and when Wilson 
was captured he wes hurried to the 
County Jail to prevent lynching.

prising twenty-four States and Terrt- 
tories, and represents the business in- 
tereste of twenty-two million 
residing west of the Mississippi River. 
The recent achievements in the realm 
of national expansion adds to this ter- 
ritory our colonial possessions of the 
East, with their nine million of 
additional population. With political 
expansion has come greater commer- 
clal possibilities invading a 
comparatively closed to American ac- 
tivity.

ton, it is just dawning upon the gen- 
eral comprehension that re is in the 
United States a highland people as dis- 
tinct from the rest of the country in 
customs, manners, ideals and almost as 
distinct in dialect as the Scottish high- 
lander is from the lowland man. And 
it is to Berea Colle that the rest of 
the country is indebted for its illumt- 
nation on the subje rticularly to 
Berea’s president, iiliam Goodell 
Frost, whose magazine titles, “Appala- 
chian America” and “Our Contempo- 
raneous Ancestors,” have stuck in the 
public mind, aroused ree discussion 
and set the extent and the importante 
of the mountain realm and the char. 
acter of its people before the outside 
public in a new light. 

The rifle, the feud and the “moon- 
shine’ still have made the fierce and 
lawless side of mountain life in Ken- 
tucky all too familiar. It is hard for 
the centers of civilization, where they 
rarely appeal to either, to understand 
a people whose first appeal in time of 
trouble is to the rifle, and whose sec- 
ond is to the throne of grace. Breathitt 
county—“Bloody Breathitt,” where the 
troops have recently been sent to in- 
sure the lawful trial of a man who 
shot down a political enemy on the 
Courthouse steps in broad daylight—is 
three counties away from Berea. The 
“moonshine” stil flourishes much 
nearer. The telegraph has told all there 
is to tell about the feudist and the 
moonshiner. The features of mountain 
life which balance its violence are not 
easily made into news, so that murder, 
violence and sudden death have been 
forced into the foreground of the ple- 
ture to the utter destruction of the 
perspective and the falsification of the 
representation as a whole. „ 

This Appalachian America, which 
has been called the backyards of six 
States, has an estimated population of 
perhaps 3,000,000. Large families are 
the rule. The mountaineer’s wife bears 
thirteen children in a Kentucky cabin 
today just as cheerfully as the pio- 
neer’s wife did in New England and 
the western reserve a century azo. And 
& greater proportion of the Kentucky 
brood lives to grow up than survived 
among our grandmothers, because the 
climate is milder. All of them have 
typhoid fever and diphtheria from un- 
sanitary conditions, just as all our 
fathers’ and grandfathers’ families did. 
But there are more months in the South 
during which doors can be left wide 
open and the mountain air and the 
sunshine pull more of the patients 
through than was the case in the plo- 
neer days of the North. And in this 
swarming South land it ts Berea, and 
Berea alone, that holds open the door 
of opportunity and progress.

The former goes to market, the latter 
take it there. hese mountains are 
covered with miles and miles of oak of 
divers varieties. The chestnut oak 
yields bark for tanning—from $2 to $3 
worth per tree, and the demand is in ex- 
cess of the supply.

As a result, 
wherever a road leads back into the 
mountains from the railroad the chest- 
nut oaks are felled, stripped, and left 
to rot.

SANTA MARIA, July 26.—-The Mid- 
land Pacific Rallroad had a represen- 
tative in the vailey last week, who 
has given out the statement hat the 
company has succeeded in interesting 
sufficient capital to proceed with the 
construction of the railroad from 
Garey to Santa Maria and tidewater 
at once. It is the company’s inten- 
tion to build a wharf somewhere near 
Guadalupe, where it can unload its 
rails. From Garey to tidewater is 2 
distance of twenty miles, whjch is 


 gurveyed and practically ready for the 


ralls, as the company has a clear right 
of way. In conjunction with the rail- 
road company another corporation is 
‘contemplating the erection of a re- 
ry at Garey, which is located only 
a few miles from the oli fields of this 
part of Santa Barbara county. With 
the refinery in operation, the new 
rallroad would be in a position to 
handle practically all the oll shipped 
out of the valley. This item, in ad- 
dition to the vast amount of grain, 
beets, dairy produce live stock, 
poultry, and other products shipped out 
of this valley annually, would insure 
the railroad an abundance of business.

The crop is excellent in quality 
and exceptionally free from 
Hay harvesting and baling is aPing 
compietion in some parts of the val- 
ley, and has proven very satisfactory 
to the growers. The beans, of which 
there are about 17,000 acres, are doing 
well and give promise of a full crop 
where the birds did not ravage the 
fields. The beet harvest is on in full 
blast, and the sugar factory is being 
amply supplied, requiring about ‘500 
tons daily. Fruit cutting began Mon- 
day, and while the crop ia only hatt 
of what it should be, the farmers are 
content, as the deficiency in quantity 
is more than made up in higher 
prices.

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ABBOT KINNEY ROAD’S LAYING OF 
TRACK BY NIGHT. 
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Engineer in Charge Refuses to Obey 

Street Superintendent’s Order to Stop 

Work—City Trustees Command Ces- 
sation —Peridium Disappears. 


SANTA MONICA, July 26.—After 
feveral months of creeping along &t 
the rate of a tle or two, more or less, 
a day, the Abbot Kinney railroad has 
made a mysterious spurt. - 

At 4 o’clock this morning the Sunday 
dawn was disturbed bw a half hundred 
men, who commenced laying ties and 
avenue eastward from Ocean avenue. 
rails on Colorado (formerly Rallroad) 
With almost no attention to matters 
of grade. Ties were laid on the street 
without a bed being first prepared for 
them: rails were rushed on the ties, 
and spikes were driven. At first the 
“ends,” the quarters and the cen- 
ters. as railroad parlance describes 
four of the ties to each rail, were 
spiked, but later on a part, if not all 
the way all ties were spiked. | 

Laying a single track, the gang pro- 
ceeded to Fourth street.Northerly on 
Fourth street there were this afternoon 
s+ veral piles of rails distributed as if 
in readiness for laying. Thjs after- 
noon short pieces of a second tra,k 
were laid on Colorado avenue near 
Fourth street and on Colorado avenue 
near Ocean avenue. 

This afternoon a written notice was 
served on Street Superintendent J. J. 


Carrillo, signed by City Trustees 
A. F. Johnston, W. S. Vawter and J. C. 
Steele. The notice commanded the 


Street Superintendent to stop the work. 
As reasons for such stoppage it was 
stated in the notice that tne franchise 
under which the work was presumably 
proceeding was in the courts and its 
validity had not yet been determined. 
Another non given was that the 
City Trustees had in view the reéstal- 
lishment of the grade of Colorado ave- 
nue. In conclusion the notice directed 
the Street Superintendent to call for 
assistants if necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the order. 

The Street Superintendent proceeded 
to where the work was going on and 
found F. D. Lanterman, engineer for 


tho Abbot Kinney ra road concern, in 
‘charge of operations. 
‘he would decline to recognize such an 
order as the one held by the Street 


Lanterman said 


Superintendent, and would obey only 
an order from the courts or from his 
company. He advised the Street Su- 
perintendent to see the company's at- 
torney about it. He and Street Super- 


intendent Carrillo thereupon left in 
search of the company’s attornéy, 
while operations continued. At 4:39 


p.m. they were at the car barn station 


of the Los Angeles-Pacific Railroad 
Company in Ocean Park, and it is sup-

thence easterly along Colorado avenue 
to Fourth street, and thence northerly 
along Fourth street to the norherly 
city limits. 

About two weeks ago J. R. Taylor 
of Los Angeles presented to the Board 
of City Trustees an application for a 
railroad franchise for a route coming 
into the city westward along Colorado 
avenue to Ocean avenue, and thence 
northerly for several biocks along 
Ocean avenue. It will be seen that that 
route is the same as tnat of the Abbot 
Kinney franchise between Ocean ave- 
nue and Fourth street on Colorado 
avenue, Taylor has not stated pub- 
licly who is backing his application, 
but he declares there is ample capital 
behind it. He has offered as a bait re- 
duced rates on transportation between 
Santa Monica and Los ag cage The 
form of franchise he asks for provides 
that the road shall not be operated by 
steam. 

At 445 o'clock this afternoon the 
foreman refused to stop the work, and 
by order of City Trustees Johnston 
and Steele he was arrested by Of- 
ficers F. M. Culp and George Willey.

Late this evening all was quiet 
about where the work had been go- 
ing on.

Two lines of straight track on Colo- 
rado avenue ended at Fourth street 
and two lines of straight track had 
been laid on Fourth street for a short 
distance northerly from Colorado ave- 
nue.

Los Angeles Delegates to the Ameri- 
can Mining Congress to Vote for St. 


Louis for Next Year’s Session. 


The.American Mining Congress has 
issued the official call for its sixth 
annual session to be held at Dead- 
wood and Lead, South Dakota, Sep- 
tember 7 to 12 next, inclusive. In re- 
spect to railway rates, it is officially 
announced that on August 18 and 19 
and on August 25 and 26 tickets will 
be on sale from all points in Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Washington, British Co- 
lumbia, Idaho, and Nevada to Dea‘- 
wood and Lead at the rate of one 
thirty-day first-class fare for the 
round trip. Tickets will bear going 
limit of ten days, within which limit 
stop-overs will be permitted in Cali- 
fornia; on the return trip, stop-overs 
will be permitted within the limit of 
ninety days from date of sale. 

At a joint committee meeting of th» 
regular and special mining commit- 
tees of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce held last Wednesday, the 
following resolutions were adopted: 

“Whereas, the officials of the Loulst- 
ana Purchase Exposition have re- 
quested that the American Mining 
Congress be held in St. Louis in 1904, 
instead of Los Angeles, as contem- 
plated, advancing the argument that 
mining men from all over the word 
will be brought together in conse- | 
quence of the Exposition; | 

Now. therefore. be it resolved, 
the regular and special mining com- 
mittees of the Chamber ef Commerce 
assembled to consider the propriety o 
such a request, feel it should be com- 
piled with under the circumsiances, 
and our delegates instructed to give 
their support to the proposition, with 
the understanding that Los Angeles 
shall receive*the support of our St. 
Louis friends for the convention of 
1905, although all money is subscribed 
and preparations have been made in- 
suring a successful convention here. 
“Be it further resoived, that a copy 
of these resolutions be forwarded to 
the secretary af the American Mining 
Congress and to the Department of 
Mines and Mining of the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition.” 

Mr. George W. Parsons, chairman of 
the Mining Committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, writing in the Los 
Angeles Mining Review in — eg 0 
‘his matter. says: Los Angeles has 
an established reputation as a conven- 
tion city, and it see'ns most fitting 
that the American Mining Congress 
should be urged to hold an annual ses- 
sion here. Efforts in that direction 
lave already been made and the 
business men of Los Angeles have 
generously responded so that the Min- 
ing Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce, in whore hands the matter 
was placed, reports more than the ne. 
essary amount already subscribed for 
Holding the 1904 convention here. Ev- 
ery one to whom th: matter was 
breached said a hearty araen, but af- 
ter the serious consideration of a re- 
quest from the St. Lou's Exposition 
authorities. headed by Mr. J. A. 
Holmes, Chief of the Mining and Met- 
allurgical Department, ‘ma: the Con- 
gress assembie in that city instead of 
in the City of the Angels, all are de- 
cided that it would be for the best u- 
terests of Southern Ca!!fornia and for 
the Congress that the request be com- 
plied with, and that all unte in hav- 
ing the American Mining- Congress 
meet here the year following.

It is stated in a letter from 
nix, Ariz., that the Fossil — ite:

be generated will be empivyeu in Alu- 
minating and in prope innig ail kinds of 
machinery in towns ane in mining 
Lhe greatest length of powe: 
transmission will be seventy-five miies, 
and the cost avout $1,000,007. The works 
at the Fossil Creek waterfalis will con- 
sist of two plants, the larger plant in- 
volving the construction of five miles 
of tunnels, ditohes and ftlumes. A direct 
pole line will be run to Mayer, the sub- 
Station, thence through the Bluedell 
country to the Copper Cobre and into 
the Bradshaw Mountains, which are 
now being reached by railroad. An- 
other line will follow Big Bug Creek, 
covering the Big Bug district, running 
thence to Groom Creek and into Pres- 
cott, where the power will be used for 
a new electric railroad and city pur- 
oe. Another line will go through the 

¢Cabe and Cherry Creek districts into 
Jerome, with numerous laterale touch- 
ing the various mines there. It is be. 
lie ved that in time most of the impor- 
tant mines of Yavapai county will be 
connected by a veritable network of 
wires, conveying electrteal power from 


the generating plants on the gigantic 
waterfalis of Fossil Creek. The e ctric 
railway will run between tt and 


the site of the generating plant, and 
eventually to other sections of the 
country, furnishing a means for the 
transportation of ores, bullion, machin- 
ery and supplies so cheap as to be un- 
approachahte bv steam. transit. 
TONOPAH, NEVADA.
